Those who condemn 
ihe order maintain that the executive branch of the 
Government has no power to construe laws, but if that 
were true the President and his subordinates would have 
to go into court and get an interpretation of every act 
of Congress’ befere proceeding to carry out its provisions. 
l.uws have been construed by the executive branch ever 
since the Government came into existence, and if that 
power were taken away the result would be interminable 

iy and confusion in the ordinary routine affairs of the 
rious departments. The executive order relating to 
sions is simply a modification of a former order. 
ler the law of June 27, 1890, a veteran of the Civil 
‘ar who reached the age of sixty-five years was pen-

’ minimum age to sixty-two and the maximum to 

enty. In making this change the President has simply 

ypted the age rule prescribed for veterans of the 
lexican War by President Cleveland in 1887. The 
imate that the order relating to Civil War veterans 
vill inerease the pension burden by $15,000,000 to $20,- 
000,000 a year is a matter of some concern to the 
tuxpeyers of the country. But there is no good reason 
iy the same favor should not be shown to the veterans 
of the Civil War as has been shown to the survivors of 
rlier and less arduous wars. When the country was 
extremity and needed their services the representatives 
v! the people gave to the soldiers the most solemn and 
icarful pledges to provide for them to the end. To talk 
now about “‘pension grab” when the fulfilment of those 
pledges is asked for, is to forget the blessing pro- 
nounced upon the man who “sweareth to his own hurt 
and changeth not.” The responsibility cannot be charged 
upon the pension agents, who, no doubt, make a good 
thing out of any change in the law. It rests directly 
on the people and their representatives who have de- 
liberately adopted the policy of making war as ex- 
pensive as possible by encouraging ignorant miscon- 
ceptions concerning it, instead of training the people to 
deal intelligently with war when it comes, as come it 
nust. If they will insist upon making the serious 
i isiness of war and military training a matter of poli- 
tes and influence they ought to be willing to pay for 
the privilege without a murmur. “Uncle Sam is rich 
enough to give us all a farm,” as the old song says.

country where military service is wholly voluntary, 
var always finds the Government with masses of raw 
t\aterial—military resources which the unthinking mis- 





tke for military strength. The time, energy and money 


ent in developing this material into fighting strength 


constitute one of the largest items in the whole cost of 


war. The broadening scope of military education in 


this country is based upon an intelligent belief backed 
by sharp experience that this work of preparation should 
not be neglected until war actually comes, but that it 
should be diligently pursued in time of peace, so that 
when peril arises the nation can summon to arms a 
mighty host of hardy young patriots who are well 
grounded in the rudimentary duty and routine of the 
soldier. War waged by such &n army will be sharp, 
but sharp wars are brief, and as Lieber says, “the more 
vigorously ware are pursued the better for humanity.” 
Mr. Bryan will some day discover, as will others, that 
the present movement for a wider distribution of mili- 
tary training among the young men of the United States 
is one of the most valuable forces in our whole system 
of education. It not only means a larger guaranty of 
peace, but its effect upon the individual American boy 
is to develop character, manliness, respect for authority 
and to help him to acquire correct habits and manners. 
And while we deprecate war as keenly as Mr. Bryan 
does, he will learn in due course that it is not without 
its compensations. ‘‘War,” says the gentle Hmerson, 
“educates the senses, calls into action the will, perfects 
the physical constitution, brings men into such swift 
and close collision in critical moments that man measures 
man.” This is the most effective way of lessening the 
pension burden. 
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Thanks to the apparent indifference of the Venezuelan 
Government to the obligations imposed upon it by The 
Hague Tribunal in adjudicating the claims of its Eu- 
ropean creditors, there is grave danger of a renewal of 
the blockade of Venezuelan seaports by a squadron of 
European warships. The judgment of The Hague Tri- 
bunal was that Venezuela should set aside from her 
custom house revenues the sum of $1,080,000 annually 
for the payment of her foreign debt, and that if this 
requirement was not complied with the control of the 
custom houses should be taken over by representatives 
of the Belgian government until enough money was 
collected to pay all claims. Venezuela has not com- 
plied with this condition and shows no disposition to do 
so. The result is that the creditor nations are insisting 
upon the payment of their claims, and it is intimated 
that Germany will shortly blockade the ports of Porto 
Cabello and La Guayra unless her claims are settled. 
Distasteful as such a proceeding would be to the United 
States, we do not see how it could be avoided should 
Germany resolve to undertake it. The Hague Tribunal 
has affirmed the principle that when England, Germany 
and Italy blockaded the ports of Venezuela in 1903 they 
thereby made themselves preferred creditors of Venez- 
uela as against nations that did not join in the blockade. 
Now that Venezuela has wilfully defaulted in her obli- 
gations and thus virtually invited a resort to drastic 
méasures, there is nothing in law to prevent Germany 
from blockading Venezuelan ports and placing Belgian 
officials in charge of the custom houses until her claims 
are paid. The whole course of Venezuela toward her 
European creditors has been to provoke them to adopt 
harsh measures, while her conduct with regard to the 
United States has been little less than a breach of faith. 
To what extent she would expect the United States 
Government to rescue her from another blockade it is 
hard to imagine. The task in any event would be a 
thankless one.

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It is not overstating the case to say that the decree of 
The Hague Tribunal giving the status of preferred 
creditors to the nations that blockaded the Venezuelan 
ports as against those that did not join in the blockade, 
was an unpleasant surprise to all save the blockading 
powers. It is interesting, therefore, to observe that a 
protest against the decree has been filed by Mr. Herbert 
W. Bowen, United States Minister to Venezuela, who 
acted as counsel for that country before The Hague 
Tribunal. The verdict of that body included the follow- 
ing: “Whereas the good faith which ought to govern 
international relations imposes the duty of stating that 
the words all claims used by the representative of the 
government of Venezucla in his conferences wit the 
representatives of the allied Powers (statement left in 
the hands of Sir Michael Herbert by Mr. H. Bowen of 
Jan. 23, 1903), could only mean the claims of these latter 
and could only refer to them.” Minister Bowen holds 
that this ruling ‘s erroneous for the reason that his 
credentials, which were recognized by all parties, em- 
powered him to make a settlement “with the representa- 
tives of the nations that have claims against Venezuela,” 
meaning all nations having such claims and not the 
blockading powers alone. The point raised by Mr. 
3owen is an important one, however, and in an appellate 
court in this country or England it would receive seri- 
ous consideration. 
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We have frequently expressed a doubt as to the wis- 
dom of trusting too implicitly in the loyalty and devotion 
of native troops, particularly the constabulary, in the 
Philippines, and that doubt is measurably increased by 
the recent mutiny among the constabulary forces sta- 
tioned at Vigan in the Island of Luzon. Some fifteen 
members of the force revolted, released a dozen prison- 
ers from the guard house, looted the safe in the com- 
mander’s office and then deserted, taking with them a 
score of rifles and a large quantity of ammunition. 
This affair was but one of many which in the last year 
have suggested that there was danger in trusting ab- 
solutely in the integrity and obedience of the native 
constabulary. This view is shared by the Manila Times 
which, in the course of an article on the affair at Vigan, 





says: “It has been pointed out that of the sixty-five or 
sixty-seven members of the constabulary at the post, 
only about fifteen actually took up arms against the 
Government. That the others remained loyal. What 
kind of loyalty is it that will stand idly by and permit 
their comrades in arms to turn their guns on their offi- 
cers? It indicates very rly how easily a post of 
native troops may be d or swerved from their 
plain duty. * * * But what guarantee exists that a 
similar occurrence may not take place at any post in the 
Philippines, garrisoned by native troops? ‘The proba- 
bility is that every officer stationed at Vigan would have 
risked his life an hour before the outbreak at Vigan 
that such a threat was not within the range of possi- 
bility. We do not believe it a good policy to place 
troops of the constabulary at isolated posts and depend 
implicitly upor their loyalty to protect life and property. 
Where such detachments are not easily accessible to 
American troops, a detail of Macabebe Scouts would 
have the proper leavening influence. Another thing, it 
would certainly be in order to examine carefully the 
reputation and antecedents of those who are given non- 
commissioned rank in the native organizations. It is 
very evident that a commissioned officer will get a hear- 
ing where a private would not and the possibility of his 
using this power disastrously certainly should be made 
the subject of careful scrutiny.”

The New Orleans Picayune, which is notably fair and 
intelligent in its discussion of military and naval ques- 
tions, is convinced that the time has come to consider 
the question of organizing natives of the Philippines as 
troops for service in those islands, although it agrees 
with the AkMy AND Navy Journat that this should be 
done gradually and with the utmost caution. Our con- 
temporary calls attention to the fact that England con- 
stantly maintains large bodies of native troops in India 
and in her other colonial possessions, but it should be 
kept in mind that her system is one of gradual develop- 
ment, hedged about with the most vigilant precautions 
and that in spite of those safeguards there have been 
violent mutinies among her native forces in India and 
elsewhere. If it were possible to transfer the military 
authority in the Philippines entirely to native troops the 
fact would be of immense benefit to the Regular Army, 
inasmuch as it would release a large force for service 
in manning our vast system of sea coast defenses which 
are at present insufficiently garrisoned. But to do such 
a thing with conditions in the islands as they are at 
present would be an act of national madness, the mere 
thought of which would startle every officer and man of 
the Army who has seen a month’s service in the Archi- 
pelago. The effect of American influence upon Filipino 
life and character is as yet but little more than skin 
deep. It has not had time to penetrate and modify the 
race morals and tendencies:of the islanders. ‘Their con- 
ceptions of citizenship, duty and obedience are crude and 
dim, and their sense of loyalty to American authority is 
sentimental 1nd uncertain. To entrust a people in their 
condition with military av*>ority would be little short of 
a crime against their welfare and ou. -~> 

The Panama Canal Commission, which includes Rear 
Admiral John G, Walker, U.S.N., and Major Gen. Geo. 
W. Davis, U.S.A., sailed from New York for Colon on 
the steamer Allianca, March 29. Major Louis A. La 
Garde, U.S.A., and Col. W. C. Gorgas, U.S.A., also 
sailed with the cammission to look into sanitary matters. 
With the sailing of the Commission the practical execu- 
tion of the Isthmian project may be said to have 
been actually instituted. The purpose of this visit is 
primarily to enable the members of the commission to 
make a personal inspection of the canal route and prop- 
erty, and as only two of their number, Rear Admiral 
Walker and Professor Burr, have ever visited the isth- 
mus, this important work will require a great deal of 
time and travel—so much, indeed, that the commission 
may be absent for six wecks or longer. The health ques- 
tion is one requiring the most careful attention, and in 
order that it may receive expert consideration the com- 
mission is accompanied to the isthmus by Col. William 
C. Gorgas and Major Louis A. LaGarde, Med. Dept., U. 
8.A., whose skill and experience in sanitary work in 
tropical and sub-tropical latitudes specially qualify them 
for useful service in the canal enterprise. 








The War Department has been exceedingly busy this 
week in assigning the officers recently confirmed as a re- 
sult of the settlement of the case of Major Gen. Leonard 
Wood, to regiments. Col. Charles A. Williams has been 
assigned to the 21st Infantry; Col. Marion P. Maus, to 
the 20th Infantry, and Col. Frederick A. Smith to the 
8th Infantry. Upon the retirement in a few days upon 
his own application of Col. George A. Cornish, Lieut. 
Col. T. C. Woodbury will be promoted to the grade of 
colonel and assigned to the command of the 3d Infantry. 
Lieut. Col. William Paulding has been assigned to the 
18th Infantry; Lieut. Col. W. 8. Scott will be trans- 
ferred to the 11th Infantry, and Major Daniel L. Howell 
has been assigned to the 18th Infantry. 





Various rumors were in circulation this week at the 
Capitol .to the effect that those who so strenuously op- 
posed the confirmation of Gen. Leonard Wood had decid- 
ed to move their base of operations to the War Depart- 
ment, for the purpose of having General Wood tried by 
court-martial, if possible, for his alleged connection with 
the Jai Alai, of Havana. No definite action along this 
line has yet been taken, however. 
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In an article on “The Installation of Naval Machinery” 
which he contributes to the Journal of the American 
Society of Naval Engineers, Lieut. Henry C. Dinger, 
U.S.N., maintains that there is room for marked im- 
provement both from the standpoint of economy and of 
efficiency in placing the mechanical apparatus of our 
modern warships. In the matter of fuel alone, he says, 
there are economies to be gained in converting the heat 
of the fuel into the heat of the steam, in converting the 
heat of the steam into mechanical energy and in apply- 
ing the mechanical energy to the required purpose. These 
are to be effected by the use of superheated steam, the 
reduction of the area of radiating surfaces and a system 
of piping designed to diminish the loss of heat and steam. 
Lieutenant Dinger also contends that there is room for 
a great saving in weight, not merely in boilers and 
machinery, but in auxiliaries including piping, hoists 
and other appliances. “Considerable weight,” he con- 
tinues, “‘is often added for the sake of appearance. If 
the appearance can be improved without a sacrifice of 
the essential thing, let us have the trimmest ships we 
may; but the prostitution of valuable weight to mere ap- 
pearance certainly should not be tolerated. Many items 
taken separately may scem unimportant and be regarded 
as mere nothings, but when taken in the aggregate they 
amount in weight to that of the coal for several days’ 
steaming, to a number of additional rounds of ammuni- 
tion for the battery or to a sufficient addition to the 
boiler iustallation to develop several hundred more horse- 
power.”’ As indicating the field in which reductions of 
weight might be made, Lieutenant Dinger quotes the 
following examples: Make all rails and stanchions hol- 
low; simplify piping and drainage systems; dispense with 
all needless airlocks and doors and adopt stockless 
anchors, thus getting rid of the weight of bill boards and 
davits. “It is a fact,” the writer continues, “that great 
elaboration and complication often exist in relatively 
unimportant installations because their design has not 
received as much attention as more important details. 
The result is that these matters require, in service, 
greatly disproportionate weight, space and attention. It 
is therefore an axiom that every detail entering into the 
construction of a naval vessel must receive careful con- 
sideration, not so much by reason of its own importance 
as for its effect on other matters.”

We find that the extract we published March 12, 1904, 
from the New York Tribune, giving the opinion concern- 
ing our Army guns entertained by some writer calling 
himself an ordnance expert, has excited some criticism 
among ordnance men, who think that it may create an 
erroneous impression of our Army guns. However. much 
expert knowledge the Tribune writer may have, he evi- 
dently has not applied it to the study of Army ordnance. 
Those who are well informed on the manufacture and 
tests of Army guns will not be misled by the mere opin- 
ion of a self-styled “ordnance expert” that they are less 
well made than the Navy guns, or his intimatior that 
one full service round per year is the extent of their 
testing. It may be state’, without fear or refutation, that 
“nder mv other manufacturing auspices, in any country, 
has the theory and practice of modern gun construc- 
tion been more carefully investigated or more success- 
fully applied than in the manufacture of the guns now 
in use in the Army of the United States. It is entirely 
practicable to reinforce the gun tube along its whole 
length, and thus give adequate resistance to withstand 
the pressure of smokeless powder charges towards the 
muzzle; and, indeed, as should be well known, the first 
steel built-up sea coast gun which was of 8-inch caliber, 
made in 1886, to fire brown prismatic powder, was 
hooped to the muzzle, and all army guns of this and 
larger calibers have since been so made; also, the 5-inch 
and 6-inch guns of recent model, designed for smokeless 
powder charges. Each type of gun when first produced 
is subjected to endurance tests. The type 8-inch was 
fired 390 rounds; 10-inch, 292, and 12-inch, 265 rounds. 
The late models of sea coast guns are specially de- 
signed, with enlarged powder chamber and suitably rein- 
forced chase, for smokeless powder charges. The older 
models are designed for brown prismatic powder, and al- 
though smokeless powder charges are now used in those 
guns it is well understood that the charge must be regulat- 
ed to suit the design, and only relatively low velocities as 
compared with the newer models can be derived from 
them. This is due, however, to the interior dimensions and 
length of bore and not to weakness of the chase to with- 
stand the smokeless powder charge. The German guns 
are built-up, and there is no essential difference in the 
principles and practice of construction from the army 
gun, except in the breech mechanism, which is not the 
question now at issue. If the criticism of our guns by 
German experts, to which we referred in connection with 
the extract from the Tribune article means that a rigid 
type of construction has not been adhered to in this 
country, on changing from brown to smokeless powder 
charges, then it can only be said that the German critics 
are misinformed.

Ever since Admiral Dewey’s return from his recent 
cruise in the West Indies it has been charged over and 
over again that his failure to make an official call upon 
President Morales, of Santo Domingo, was due to the 
fact that the latter is a negro, and the absurd story has 
been repeated so often that the Admiral has disposed of 
it once for all in a formal statement to the Secretary of 
the Navy. The statement is transmitted in behalf of Ad- 
miral Dewey by Rear Admiral Henry C. Taylor, U.S.N., 





and says in part: “Admiral Dewey asks me to drop a 
a line so that the President and you may understand the 
matter more clearly than our cable could express it. We 
anchored outside of the mouth of the small river at San- 
to Domingo City, where our Minister came off to see 
us. He told us that there had been fighting during the 
morning and more was expected in the afternoon, and 
that two people had been wounded in the town by 
shots from across the river, which is only a creek, quite 
narrow. Admiral Dewey then decided that our party 
should not land, and sent his respects to the President 
(Morales) by the Minister. He felt that the landing of 
our party in full uniform to call upon a President whose 
rights were denied by the insurgents occupying the bush, 
and whom the government forces seemed unable to dis- 
lodge, would quite possibly cause them to fire upon our 
boat, and that if an accident should occur it would cause 
much annoyance and embarrassment to the President 
and yourself, there being, besides the Admiral, the As- 
sistant Secretary of State in the boat.” The Secretary 
of the Navy, in a note transmitting the Admiral’s com- 
munication to the President, says: “I am quite sure 
that you will agree with my opinion that in this instance 
Admiral Dewey acted with the wisdom, prudence and dis- 
cretion which has always characterized his services to 
the country.”

While there is little er no likelihood that British 
public sentiment will approve of conscription, as the 
term is understood in continental Europe, to supply the 
needful recruits for the army, it is generally admitted 
that the present system of enlistment is grossly inade- 
quate and that something must be done to correct it. 
The opponents as well as the supporters of compulsory 
service concede that every able-bodied man should per- 
form a certain amount of military service for his country, 
and that agreement may serve as the basis for a system 
of militia under which to develop an adequate military 
reserve. This plan is receiving widespread attention in 
England and is favorably regarded by military experts. 
Of its general features the London Military Mail says: 
“Behind the Regular Army, in place of the militia and 
volunteers organized on their present lines, there should 
pe a vast body which should be a truly national militia. 
A youth should begin his military training not older 
than eighteen, and for the first two years or so great 
attention should be paid to improving his physical con- 
dition. Side by side with this should, of course, come 
musketry, and the study of the rifle, while he would at 
the same time be learning habits of discipline that would 
be of great service to him in his civilian career in after 
life. In the third year he would undergo field training, 
side by side with the regular troops, and this would be 
the heaviest portion of his military training. For the 
next few years he would merely have to attend, say, 
ten drills annually, and fire. a musketry course, or a 
week or so under canvas, attached to a regular unit. 
‘That period at an end, he would pass into another class, 
which would form the second line of reserves for a 
great national emergency. The duties here would be of 
a very light nature.”

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Unfortunate as was the recent collision between the 
battleships Illinois and Missouri, there is a certain 
amount of consolation in the thought that such acci- 
dents are no more frequent in our Navy than in the na- 
vies of Europe. The maneuvering of a squadron of 
great modern warships involves certain possibilities of 
danger which cannot be wholly eliminated, no matter 
how much care is exercised by commanding officers, and 
inasmuch as the maneuvers are necessary to develop and 
maintain the efficiency of the ships and their crews, the 
damage sustained by collisions or other mishaps must be 
reckoned among the contingencies of the Service. The 
Nautical Gazette points out that one feature of the re- 
cent British navy maneuvers, which proved most un- 
pleasant and unsatisfactory to the public, was the nu- 
merous small defects in ship machinery causing break- 
downs, compelling the withdrawals of ships from the 
exercises. In all, twelve battleships and cruisers were 
compelled to undergo repairs, marring the success of the 
maneuvers and causing a vast amount of confusion. 
“What would be the consequences of such conditions in 
case of actual warfare instead of maneuvers,” the Ga- 
zette remarks, “are unpleasant for Englishmen to think 
of. British public opinion as to the causes of the acci- 
dents seems to be that they cannot be attributed to the 
undermanning of the vessels, as the warships have about 
as many men aboard as the Atlantic steamers, upon 
which a breakdown is almost an unheard-of thing, but 
to the system of employment and inspection of engineers 
in vogue in the British navy.” 


The chiefs of the staff departments and corps of the 
Army are unanimously opposed, as far as we have been 
able to ascertain, to the detail system as it now exists 
in the Army. With but one exception they are opposed 
to the detail system in any form, and it is probable that 
recommendations looking to its abolition will be made 
to the General Staff in connection with the request sent 
by the Chief of Staff to each staff department chief for 
recommendations concerning his department. So many 
recommendations have been received by the General 
Staff from staff department heads during the past two 
months for reorganization or increases in their depart- 
ments that the Chief of Staff recently thought it neces- 
sary to send to each of them his circular letter asking 
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for general recommendations which will be considereg 
during the coming summer, with a view to the possible 
draughting of a general bill for the next Congress roe. 
organizing and placing on a different basis these stag 
departments. Upon inquiry of the various department 
chiefs we have satisfied ourselves that the principa| 
recommendation that will be made by them will be for 
a return to the old system of permanent appointments to 
the staff departments and corps. It is believed by offi- 
cers of the staff departments that if it is allowed to con- 
tinue in its present form it will be a serious menace to 
the efficiency of the Army.

Considerable interest has been aroused in naval circles 
oy the announcement that the South Atlantic Squadron, 
Rear Admiral French E. Chadwick, commanding, js 
shortly to make a practice cruise to the south coast of 
Africa. The plan is for the squadron to leave Pensacol, 
late in April, when its target practice has been com- 
pleted, and sail direct for the south-west coast of Africa, 
then going around the Cape of Good Hope and up the 
coast as far, probably, as Zanzibar, where stops will }e 
made. It is expected that the squadron will return to 
South Atlantic waters about Dec. 1 and that it will just 
about have time to visit the various ports of call on that 
station between then and the time for the assembling of 
the several squadrons in the Caribbean for the winter 
maneuvers. The south coast of Africa is within the 
limits of the South Atlantic station and the visit of the 
squadron there is, therefore, in the ordinary course of 
its operations. As a matter of fact, however, the Depart- 
ment has not in the past been in the habit of sending 
ships there excevt at long intervals. It is possible that 
the vlan may be modified to suit climatic conditions as 
it is feared the squadron will encounter head winds al! 
the way on its route in case it returns directly from the 
African coast to South America. 





While the first reports of Russia’s action in proclaim- 
ing martial law at Niu-Chwang and declaring that a 
state of war existed at that port were somewhat disquiet 
ing, a calm consideration of the proceeding supports the 
belief that Russia has acted well within her rights. The 
contention that the proceeding was a violation of the 
neutrality of China and an invasion of the rights 
of neutral nations having interests at Niu-Chwang 
is met by the representation that when the great 
powers, including the United States, agreed to the 
neutralization of China, Manchuria, in which Niuv- 
Chwang is situated, was specifically excepted, for 
the reason that it was in the hands of one of the bel- 
ligerents in the present war. If the American flag has 
been hauled down at Niu-Chwang, or if American inter- 
ests there have been damaged by acts of Russia, those 
are questions to be dealt with hereafter in full know!- 
edge that proper reparation can be obtained for all in- 
juries sustained. When the American note proposing the 
neutralization of China was submitted to the various 
European powers, it was tacitly admitted that Niu- 
Chwang would quite probably be one of the points of at- 
tack from Japan.

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The House Committee on Naval Affairs will give care- 
ful consideration during this session of Congress to the 
bill of Representative Dalzell repealing the provision of 
the Personnel act, which provides that officers of the 
Navy shall receive fifteen per cent. less pay when on 
shore duty than when at sea. Secretary Moody this week 
wrote the following letter to the chairman of the House 
Committee on Naval Affairs in reference to the bill: 
“Referring to your letter of the 23d instant, enclosing, 
with request for the views of the Department thereon, 
a bill (H.R. 14195) ‘repealing a provision of Section 
13 of the act approved March 3, 1899, entitled an act 
to reorganize and increase the efficiency of the personnel 
of the Navy and Marine Corps of the United States,’ I 
have the honor to state that this bill meets the approval 
of the Department and its passage is recommended. The 
Department, however, does not intend to recede from its 
position that a general revision of the pay of the line 
and staff corps of the Navy is highly desirable. It sin- 
cerely hopes that the committee may be able to take up 
the subject in the near future.” 





On March 22 the Navy Department issued no less 
than thirty-eight orders to officers, reminding one of the 
times of war instead of these piping days of peace.

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A correspondent of “Our Naval Apprentice,’ writing 
from the U.S.S. Bancroft, Colon, Jan. 29, 1904, thus 
describes the encounter with the San Blas Indians which 
we reported at the time: “The San Blas Indians, des- 
cendants of the old Caribs, have for a long time been 
anything but friendly to ns. At Caledonia a few nights 
ago some of us went on shore to buy cocoanuts. We 
paid a good price for them, but something must have 
offended the natives for at eleven o'clock that night there 
stole upon us through the inky blackness of the night a 
flotilla of twenty war canoes, each containing twenty 


or more paint besmeared natives. Our searchlight dis- 
closed them to be armed with bows and arrows, old- 
fashioned guns, and spears. We are glad for their sakes 
that it was necessary only to fire around them with our 
secondary battery to extinguish the fighting desire which 
brought them out to us. It is reported that in the in- 
terior of their country the San Blas Indians have a gold 
sine, and the supposed existence of this treasure is 
thought to be the reason why they are so hostile to all 
foreigners.” 





Dr. Nicholas Senn, Surgeon General of Lllinois, who 
achieved distinction as a surgeon in the Volunteer Army 
during the Spanish War, publishes an article in the 
Journal of the Association of Military Surgeons 
which shows how thoroughly the Red Cross Society of 
Japan has prepared itself for the conflict with Russia. 
Dr. Senn, who is a life member of the Japanese organi- 
zation, visited its headquarters during a recent sojourn 
in Tokio and was profoundly impressed with what he 
saw. “It was the contents of the store-rooms, however,” 
he says, “that astonished me with their vivid evidence 
that Japan was well prepared for war. The amount of 
hospital supplies was something enormous. Medical . of- 
ficers and nurses are ready at all times to respond to the 
call, and the arrangements of the hospital stores are so 
systematic that they can be assembled and transported 
in the briefest possible period. The Red Cross medical 
officers and male and female nurses are under military 
discipline and do their work in the hospitals behind the 
fighting line.”

We have permitted several correspondents who object 
to the present uniform for the enlisted men of the Navy 
to say what they have to say on the subject.

An investigation will be made into certain undefined 
charges coming by cable from the Philippines relative 
to Major Frank DeL. Carrington, who recently came to 
this country in command of the battalion of Philippine 
Scouts for the St. Louis Exposition. Major Carrington, 
as stated in the JouRNAL of March 26, was relieved from 
command of this battalion and ordered to return to the 
Philippines; later this order was revoked and Major 
Carrington will go to St. Louis temporarily with the bat- 
talion and there turn over to his successor, Capt. W. H. 
Johnson, 16th Inf., the money and other accounts per- 
taining to the battalion. It is the intention to have Ma- 
jor Carrington then return to the Philippines, and an 
investigation will be made of the misunderstanding re- 
garding the accounts of the battalion. It is stated at 
the War Department that the cablegram from Manila, 
relating to Major Carrington, was not wholly clear, and 
it is believed that the whole matter may be satisfactorily 
explained. Captain Johnson has been appointed a ma- 
jor in the Philippine Constabulary. 
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Major Gen. Henry C. Corbin, U.S.A., who has exam- 
ined various localities in the Atlantic Division with the 
hope of finding suitable lands that could be secured for 
combined maneuvers of the Regular Army and National 
Guard, favors the ground around Manassas Junction, 
Va., as the most suitable locality. This site is within 
one hour of Washington, D.C.; six hours from New 
York, and troops from the Eastern States could leave 
their home stations in the morning and be in camp at 
Manassas on the evening of the same day. The farmers 
of the locality are anxious to have the troops on their 
lands, but stipulate that they must come in September. 
which, for climatie conditions, would be the best month 
in the year. Forty thousand acres are available, which 
offer an ideal maneuvering ground. The scenery is en- 
chanting: there is ample water of the best quality, and 
the site is sparsely settled, with a diversified surface. 
Land can be leased for 25 cents an acre.

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COLLISION OF MISSOURI WITH ILLINOIS. 


FINDING OF COURT OF INQUIRY AND ACTION THEREON. 

We give here the report of the Court of Inquiry on the 
collision of the Missouri with the Lilinois, together with 
the endorsement upon it of Rear Admiral Barker, the 
Secretary of the Navy and Admiral Dewey. Also an es- 
timate of the cost of repairing the Illinois. 

The court, having thoroughly inquired into all the facts 
and circumstances connected with the collision between 
the United States battleships Illinois and Missouri, and, 
having considered, with closed doors, the evidence ad- 
duced, submits a statement of the facts which it deems 
to be established. 

Finding.—That on March 1, 194, at 9:30 a. m., the 
Pattleship Squadron of the North Atlantic fleet sailed 
from Guantanamo for Pensacola in company with the 
Mayflower, having on board the Admiral of the Navy 
and his staff, and bearing the Admiral’s flag. During the 
forenoon of that day the squadron, while making a 
course generally toward the eastward, performed various 
evolutions. At about 12:12 p. m., the squadron being in 
line heading east by north on a:line of bearing north by 
west, the guides (flag) to the left and the order of ships 
from the guide being as follows, Maine, Massachusetts, 
Alabama, Missouri and Illinois, the signal was thrown 
out “yvhips left half turn.’’. This signal remained flying 
for from seven to ten minutes. While this signal was 
flying at 12:15 p m., the Missouri, last but one on the 
right, made a sudden rank sheer to starboard, due to bad 
steering and blew one blast of the whistle. The court 
refers to this as an attending circumstance, for although 
it hed no direct bearing on the collision between the 
Missouri and I[linois, it altered the relative positions of 
the two ships, threw the Illinois out of position and 
caused the Missouri to drop to the rear of the line, and 
had an indirect effect on the events which followed as 
shown in evidence. The signal “‘ship’s left half turn” 
was hauled down at 12:22 p. m., and the evolution was 
executed by all the ships, the Missouri being still out of 
position and censiderably to the rear. This evolution 
brought the squadron on a course north-east by north, 
the line of bearing north by west. The Missovri had 
been steaming at full speed to regain position, but had 
reduced to standard speed (10 knots) when at about 12:27 
p. m., she took another sheer to starboard to meet which 
the helm was put astarboard, first twenty degrees, then 
twenty-seven and one-half degrees, and finally hard 
over. finding that the ship did not mind her helm, and 
that her head was still paying off to starboard, Captain 
Cowles concluded that the steering engine had broken 
down, and without waiting for a report reversed the 
engines, repeating the signal as an emergency signal] for 
full speed astern, and ordered the breakdown flag (dis- 
patch) to be broken out at the main, and the officer-of- 
the deck ordered the speed cones to be reversed. In the 
meantime the ship's head had gone off about three pvints 
to stnurhboard, she was making headway to cross the 
I!}linois’s bow and closing rapidly with her. 

The court finds that this was due to the jamming of 
the Missouri's helm caused by the uncoupling of the 
steering engine, the lecking pin in the clutch springing 
out, and the clutch releasing itself from the screw shaft. 

The relative positions of the two ships at the time of 
the accident to the steering engine of the Missouri was 
as follows: The Illinois, being approximately in posi- 
tion, on a line of bearing north by west, heading a course 
north-east by north, and the Missouri being out of posi- 
tion about one point abaft the line of bearing, heading 
the same course, the two ships were abeam of one an- 
other, distant 400 yards—100 less than the prescribed dis- 
tance. 

On board the Illinois the movements of the Missouri had 
been watched with some concern since she had taken the 
first sheer, ten minutes previously. The Missouri had 
now apparently repeated it. But this time she blew no 
whistie, while she was apparently steering a course to 
cross the [llinois’'s bow with rapid headway, and clos- 
ing rapidly, her speed cones still showed standard speed 
ahead, the dispatch fiag was not visible and there was 
nothing to indicate to those on board the Illinois that 
the ship (Missouri) was not under control. When the 
Missouri had made her first sheer Captain Bradford had 
avoided « collision by running off before her with ful 
speed and port helm. In the present emergency he 
judged trom the rapidity with which the Missouri forged 
ahead and closed that the distance was already too small, 
that he was within her turning circle and that a repeti- 
tion of the previous evolution was to invite a disaster. 
He had received no warning, by whistle or otherwise, of 
the rhovements of the Missouri, and without signal from 
the Missouri as to the actual conditions on board he could 
not bé aware that the Missouri was backing and not 
under control. He therefore reversed his ship’s engines 
for full speed astern in order to allow the Missouri to 
cross his how; the Illinois’s engines backed for from 
one-half minute to one minute (times in the engine room 
were recorded only to the nearest half minute) long 
enough to deaden the ship's headway from ten to from 
seven to eight and one-half knots, necessarily roughly 
estimated. Finding that the Missouri, instead of chang- 
ing her bearing ahead as he had anticipated, was draw- 
ing aft, Captain Bradford went ahead full speed with port 
helm. The Missouri was now head on and close aboard. 
As the Lilinois, under headway, brought her turning cen- 
ter clear of the Missouri's ram the helm was put astar- 
buard to swing her stern clear if possible. The Missouri 
by this time nearly at a standstill, came in collision 
head on, striking the Illnois on the port quarter with no 
great shock and inflicting damages to the extent of a hole 
18xl€ inches in the Illinois’s port quarter made by the 
Missouri's ram, the carrying away of the port propeller 
strut causing another hole, nine inches in diameter, dam- 
aging the port propeller thereby disabling the port en- 
gine, and filling the steering engine room, tiller room and 
store rooms below with water. The two ships then 
drifted apart and stopped. The dispatch flag was at this 
time first displayed on board the Missouri, and simul- 
taneously or a little previously, on board the Illinois, The 
IUinois went to collision quarters by the usual signal. 

Opinion.—As to the question of responsibility, the court 
is of the opinion that the collision was not due to fault 
or negligence on the part of the commanding officer or 
any officer or man of the Illinois. On board the Missouri 
Captain Cowles gave the necessary orders for immediate- 
ly reversing the engines for full speed astern, repeated 
the signal as an emergency signal and ordered the dis- 
play of the signal which should warn the Illinois of the 
Missouri's breakdown and movements, but failed to in- 
dicate the course to starboard by one blast of the whistle, 
and of backing by three blasts, in addition to or in ad- 
vance of the speed cone signals and also failed to sound 
the siren as a call for collision when collision become 
inevitable. The orders for the display of the signal by 
despatch flag were not obeyed by the officer-of-the-deck, 
Lieut. W. Pitt Scott, U.S.N., or were not obeyed with 
sufficient promptness to be of service to the Illinois, while 
the absence of prescribed whistle signals left the captain 
of the !llinois in absolute ignorance of the Missouri's 
actual movements. The testimony on this point, es- 
pecially with regard to the dispatch flag is directly con- 
flicting, but the preponderance of disinterested testimony 
leaves no doubt in the mind of the court as to the fact. 
This failure to convey to the Illinois direct and immediate 
information as to actual conditions on board the Missouri 
was, in the opinion of the court, after the accident to 
the steering engine the secondary cause of the collision. 
fhe court lays stress on the fact shown in evidence that 
the Missouri was an undrilled ship, newly commissioned, 
introduced into a squadron of evolution without previous 
experimental work to determine her tactical diameters 
for varying helm angles, or other tactical qualities, as 
certain!y contemplated in the General Instructions of the 
Tactical Signal Book, and without previous practice with 
another ship in section. . 

The third cause of the collision was the backing of the 


engines on board the Illinois. The court is of the opinion 
that this action on the part of Captain Bradford was by 
no means an error of judgment or a fault or an act of 
negligence on his part. On the contrary, guided as he 
was solely by such observation as he himself could make 
on the movements of the Missouri, and misled by 
actually displayed by the Missouri, his conclusion was 
just, and his action wise. In other words, had the Mis- 
souri heen actually doing what her speed cones, and the 
absence of other signals, showed, namely: steering a 
course at a high rate of speed at close distance across 
the Illinois’s bow, the obvious course for the Lilinois to 
pursue was to let her gnee, 

The previous sheer already alluded to, shows the court 
that had Captain Bradford had, in his opinion, sufficient 
time and room, he would have run off with port helm. 

Captain Cowles acted promptly and decisively in the 
expedient which he adopted to control his ship’s head- 
way. Whatever expedient he adopted, however, had his 
course been immediately communicated to the Illinois 
by the prescribed signals the latter could have maneu- 
vered to avoid the collision. 

Notwithstanding the omission of signals noted on the 
part of the captain and the officer-of-the-deck of the Mis- 
sovri the court recommends no further proceedings. 

The record of proceedings of this, the seventh of the 
inquiry, was read and approved, the court being closed. 
The president and judge advocate then signed the record 
of proceedings, the testimony taken, the facts which the 
court deem established together with its opinion that no 
further proceedings shall be had in the matter. The 
court was composed of: Rear Admiral W. C. Wise, presi- 
dent; Capt. C. H. Davis, member; Capt. J. G. Eaton, 
member; Lieut. F. H. Clark, judge advocate.

The proceedings, findings and opinion of the Court of 
Inquiry, in the foregoing case, as to the causes of the 
eollision and the responsibility of the officers and crew 
of the Illinois and Missouri, are approved, except in 
minor particulars, and no further proceedings are recom- 
mended. 

Both captains acted quickly and according to their best 
judgment and they found no fault with their officers or 
crews. 

The immediate cause of the collision was the breaking 
down of the Missouri's steering gear, and as this hap- 
pened unexpectedly, in a part of the ship farthest from 
the bridge, there was necssarily some delay in receiving 
and transmitting information concerning it. 

This break down did not occur while the Missouri was 
performing an evolution. A knowledge of tactical diam- 
eters and helm angles could therefore avail nothing— 
under the circumstances—as the helm could not be used, 
but quickness in working engines and in making signals 
of warning were essential to safety, for in such cases, 
seconds—not minutes—count. The comparative slowness 
in making the necessary signals on the part of the Mis- 
souri, was due without doubt, to the fact that the ship 
was newly commissioned, as the order to work the cones 
and break the despatch flag was given promptly. 

The Missouri had maneuvered with the other battle- 
ships, (six in all), on three different days before this, 
had turned with port helm, with starboard helm, and 
countermarched with the other ships, and had performed 
other maneuvers—which evolutions were chiefly for the 
benefit of the Maine and Missouri, both of which vessels 
were new to the fleet, that they might ascertain the 
helm angle necessary to make the fleet’s standard turn. 
ing circle, and gain other tactical knowledge, and on the 
27th of February, the third day of exercise, the six bat- 
tleships were maneuvered for hours against the South 
Atlantic Squadron in the presence of the Admiral of the 
Navy at a speed of 12 knots without accident—hence, 
there is no reason to believe that there would have been 
any collision on the Ist of March, when the speed was 
only 10 knots had not the steering gear of the Missouri 
broken down. 

Though regretting deeply the collision, coming at this 
time of record target practice, I am sure that good will 
result in impressing upon the officers and crews of our 
vessels the value of extreme vigilance and of prompt- 
ness of action when handling vessels in fleet or squadron 
maneuvers, and in acting on the side of safety, should 
any doubt exist as to the interpretation of rules.

Office of the Judge Advocate General, 
Washington, March 23, 1904. 

Memorandum: For the information of the Secretary of 
the Navy. 

The record of proceedings of the Court of Inquiry that 
investigated the recent collision between the United 
States battleships INinois and Missouri is herewith re- 
spectfully submitted. 

In view of the importance of the matter, this record 
has, as directed by the Secretary, been carefully exam- 
ined, notwithstanding the fact that the Department has 
no prescribed duty in the premises, the convening au- 
thority, Rear Admiral A. 8S. Barker, commander-in-chief 
of the North Atlantic fleet, having, “except in minor 
particulars,” approved the proceedings, findings, and 
opinion of the court without taking further steps, as was 
fully within his power, even to the extent of trial by 
court-martial. It is observed, however, that the com- 
mander-in-chief added to his action upon the case the 
following: ‘‘No further proceedings are recommended.” 
And while, under the circumstances, and as is generally 
done in such cases, the proceedings may now simply be 
filed, it is within the power of the Department—and 
there is ample precedent for such action—to require fur- 
ther investigation if that already made has not been of 
a thorough character or if the report of the court does 
not appear to be fully sustained by the evidence ad- 
duced; or to convene a court-martial for the trial of 
the officers found to have been at fault. 

In the present instance, however, I have been particu- 
larly impressed with the careful and thorough manner 
in which the inquiry was conducted, and am of opinion 
that the conclusions of the court, which was composed 
of officers of wide practical experience, are borne out 
by the evidence of record. 

Particular attention is invited to the following extract 
from the opinion of the court: 

“On board the Missouri Captain Cowles gave the neces- 
sary orders for immediately reversing the engines for 
full speed astern, repeated the signal as an emergency 
signal and ordered the display of the signal which should 
warn the Illinois of the Missouri's breakdown and move- 
ments. * * * 

From this it will be seen that the principal precaution 
necessary to prevent collision was taken immediately; 
and while the making of sight and sound signals was 
important, the failure to promptly display the first of 
these classes of signals was not, strictly speaking, the 
fault of the captain of the Missouri, and, like the omis- 
sion of the latter class, was at most a minor element in 
bringing about the collision, the prime cause of which 
pan J a breaking down of the steering engine of the Mis- 
souri. 

Attention is also invited to the remarks of the com- 
mander-in-chief in his endorsement upon the record, 
wherein he ably discusses the matter, and in my opin- 
ion sufficiently disposes of it. 

In view of the foregoing I have the honor to recom- 
mend that the record in this case be filed, and that no 
further action in the premises be taken. Inasmuch, how- 
ever, as it does not appear that the officers who were 
parties to the investigation, including those who were 
exonerated, have been advised by the Admiral as to the 
result of the inquiry, it is deemed og r that each of 
them be furnished with a copy of the finding and opin-

DECISION OF THE NAVY DEPARTMENT. 
Navy Department, Washington, March 25, 1904, 

My dear Admiral: 

. As you know, various questions arising out of the col- 
lision between the Missouri and the Illinois have given 
me great concern. Following our conference yesterday, 
I should be very glad to receive your views upon then, 
I do not wish to shirk my own duty in any respect, or 
place my burdens upon your shoulders, but the impor. 
tant and delicate questions suggested by the Court of [n- 
quiry are so much concerned with practical seamanship 
that I feel that I am entitled to receive your well con- 
sidered views and justified in acting upon them. I wish 
to take such action as seems desirable to lessen the 
chance of a recurrence of an accident of this kind, and 
also to deal with exact justice to all concerned. I there- 
fore should be glad to receive your opinion, with leave 
to use it as a basis of action, upon the following ques- 
tions: 

1. Is it desirable that new ships recently put into com- 
mission should have an interval of practice before enter- 
ing into squadron formation? If so, what orders should 
be issued to accomplish that purpose? 

2. In view of the repeated failures of the steering gear 
on board a number of our ships, what action, if any, 
should be taken looking to a remedy for these defects? 

3. In view of the facts reported by the court, showing a 
failure on board the Missouri seasonably to display cer- 
tain signals, is the Department justified in acting upon 
the recommendation of that court, approved by the Com- 
mander-in-Chief that no further proceedings in the prem- 
ises be taken, or if, in your opinion, the Department is 
not justified, what action would you recommend?

Dear Mr. Secretary: 


In reply to your letter of the 25th instant, relative to 
the collision between the Missouri and the Llinois, dur 
ing the recent fleet evolutions, I have the honor to sub- 
mit my views as follows: 

1. With reference to allowing new ships an interval of 
practice before entering squadron formation. I am of 
the opinion that such a period is indispensable, and in- 
deed it has been the general custom of the Department 
to give such opportunity for practice and drill whenever 
possible. In no other manner can the officers and per- 
sonnel of a newly-commissioned vessel be afforded on 
portunity of quickly becoming familiar with their new 
surroundings and duties, and with the bewildering 
amount of mechanism and appliances common to the 
modern battleship. Such an opportunity is necessary. 
not only for the usual ship drills requisite to get the 
crew well in hand, acquainted with their various duties 
and prepared for every emergency, but is equally essen- 
tial to afford the commanding officer a chance of deter- 
mining the tactical diameter of his ship, her helm angles, 
turning circles, advance with headway checked, and other 
qualities which will demonstrate to him the .capabilities 
and idiosyncracies of the vessel under his command. In 
this manner only can the commanding and other officers 
become thoroughly conversant with the qualities of their 
vessel and can they form a definite idea as to how thei: 
ship will act under various circumstances and in certain 
emergencies; while at the same time they feel that their 
ship’s company is well in hand, and that each of its in- 
dividuals and particularly the more important members 
of the crew can be relied upon to satisfactorily perform 
their special duties and to be thoroughly conversant with 
the special pieces of machinery under their charge. But 
a comparatively short time is necessary for such exer- 
cises, and only in extreme exigencies should they be omit- 
ted. The ship as a unit of the squadron being thus per- 
fected, it can be brought into the squadron formation by 
degrees, exercising first in section, then in division, and 
finally in squadron. Orders to the commander-in-chief 
of a squadron to permit such opportunities to vessels 
newly joining their command can readily be issued at 
such times as the vessels are ordered to join the flag. 

2. With regard to the repeated failures of steering 
gear, a most strict accountability should be exacted, and 
any omission to profit by the experience of former mis- 
haps or to correct the possibility of the recurrence of 
them, should be visited with the exercise of severe dis- 
ciplininary measures. There is no greater source of 
danger in fleet evolutions, difficult navigation and war 
operations than defective steering gear, and in no man- 
ner can the confidence of those charged with the manage- 
ment of a vessel be more greatly impaired than by the 
fear that her steering apparatus may suddenly fail them. 
The question should be exhaustively considered and 
should be so resolved that there can be no possibility of 
a jam or breakdown. 

3. With regard to the collision of the Missouri and Ii- 
linois, and the facts reported by the court, I have care- 
fully gone over the proceedings and conclusions of the 
Court of Inquiry and have given the subject my deliber- 
ate and most earnest consideration. In view of the cir- 
eumstances attending the collision, of the opinion of the 
court, and of the recommendation of the commander-in- 
chief, as well as of the fact that nothing in the evidence 
goes to show that, either on board the Missouri or on the 
part of any other vessel or officers was there any serious 
omission to take all precautions to avoid the collision, 
and further. that the latter was entirely due to a me- 
chanical failure of the steering gear, I concur fully in the 
recommendation of the court that no further proceedings 
in the premises should be taken. I therefore would sug- 
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gest that the Department approve the action of the Court 

f Inquiry.

Sir: The report of the Court of Inquiry concerning 
the cause of collision between the Missouri and Illinois 
indicates that some portion of the steering gear of the 
Missouri had become disarranged. 

In view of the desirability of eliminating, as far as 
possible, any chance of accident due to derangement of 
steering gear of naval vessels, the Department desires the 
Bureau of Construction and Repair to have careful ex- 
amination made of the steering gear of the Missouri on 
the arrival of that vessel at the navy yard, New York, 
and to take all means possible to rectify any defects 
which may be discovered, and if any changes are found 
desirable, to incorporate same, so far as it may be prac 
ticable, in steering gears of other naval vessels. 

In order that the Bureau may be fully advised as to 
the exact character of the accident to the steering gear of 
the Missouri, the Department will furnish it with all in- 
formation available bearing upon this subject.

At last the long delayed prize money seems to be forth- 
coming to Admiral Dewey and his officers and men. Af- 
ter going once to the Supreme Court of the United States 
and there securing as the result of the appeal, a greatly 
increased amount as prize, the Auditor’s report fixing 
the amount, based upon the decision of the Supreme 
Court, has at last been confirmed by the Supreme Court 
of the District of Columbia and the final decree of con- 
demnation entered. This fixes $828,677.69 as the amount 
of prize property from which costs and charges are to 
be deducted. Half of this goes to the Navy pension fund 
and the other half to the captors. The transmission of 
the decree to the Treasury Department cannot be made 
until after the court has settled these costs, which have 
been referred to the Auditor of the court for final settle- 
ment on the request of ex-Secretary Hilary A. Herbert. 
as counsel for Admiral Dewey, Messrs. George A. and 
William B. King, counsel for other captors, and Charles 
C. Binney, special attorney for the United States. 
It is expected that before May 1 the supplemen- 
tary decree will be signed and the case trans- 
mitted to the Treasury Department. _Appropriation 
has already been made to pay the prize money and 
there is every reason for expecting that it will be paid 
during the summer. If the Treasury is prompt in making 
up the rolls, the first payments ought to be made by the 
ist of July. It will not be as tedious work as usual in 
such cases, because the names of the persons entitled and 
their proportionate shares have already been settled in 
the payment of bounty claims. This leaves only the 
calculation of the exact individual amount out of the 
gross sum belonging to the captors. 





Brig. General Barry, U.S.A., commanding the Depart- 
ment of the Gulf, in reviewing the cases of several en- 
listed men found guilty by G.C.M. of disobedience to 
orders and sentenced to six months’ confinement at hard 
labor, with loss of pay and allowances, makes the fol- 


lowing comment: “While the sentence is deemed a 
proper punishment for the serious »ffense of which this 
soldier has been convieted, it is believed that bis dis- 
obedience was induced by a misconception of the conse- 
quence of his acts and by the pernicious influence of a 
large number of men in his company and the fear of 
ostracism by them if the disagreeable duties enjoined by 
the orders of his commanding officer were discharged. 
Not only this soldier, but all members of his company, 
are reminded that however unusual may be the duty 
enjoined, the orders of a military superior make the dis- 
charge an imperative necessity. They are also reminded 
that among the most important duties of a garrison, ir- 
respective of any orders received, is the proper sanita- 
tion of its station, the duty imposed in this case. In no 
well disciplined command should any soldier be subject 
to the contempt of his companions by obedience to the 
orders of his commanding officer. Believing that this 
trial will be snftivient warning to this soldier, and make 
it possible for him to retrieve his injured military record 
by more soldierly conduct throughout the remainder of 
his enlistment, only so much of the sentence as imposes 
confinement at hard labor for three months and forfeiture 
of ten dollars per month of his pay for the same period, 
is approved. As thus mitigated, the sentence will be 
duly executed at the station of his company.”

Soldiers who served in the Spanish-American and 
Philippine Wars have been misinformed as to their 
rights to the two months’ extra pay under the recent de- 
cision of the Comptroller of the Treasury. It is not true 
that every soldier who served in said wars is entitled to 
such extra pay. The decision gives no additional rights 
to soldiers who enlisted in State organizations that they 
did not already possess, nor to soldiers of the Regular 
Army, the latter not being entitled to the two months’ 
extra pay unless they enlisted after April 21, 1898, and 
before Oct. 26, 1898, and were discharged before Jan. 
1, 1900, and whose service was honest and faithful. So 
that, as a matter of fact, those soldiers only who enlisted 
in the United States Volunteers and served in the Phil- 
ippine insurrection “honestly and faithfully,” and were 
mustered out of the Service with their organizations, 
come within the purview of the decision. The organiza- 
tions embraced in the term “United States Volunteers” 
are the 26th to the 49th Regiments, United States Vol- 
unteer Infantry, and the 11th United States Volunteer 
al authorized by the act of Congress of March 2, 
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Secretary of War Taft and the Chief of Staff have ap- 
proved the general order referred to on page 805 
of this issue, assigning the 3d Infantry, now sta- 
tioned at Fort Thomas, Columbus Barracks, and Fort 
Sheridan, to duty in Alaska. The order provides thac 
the regiment shall sail on the transport Crook from San 
KF'rancisco on July 1 next, and will be stationed in Alas- 
ka as follows: Headquarters, band and Companies A, 
B and C at Fort William H. Seward; Company D at 
Fort Davis; Lieut. James E. Macklin and Companies 
E and F at Fort Liscum; Major Edward H. Plummer 
and Companies G and H at Fort Egbert; Major Arthur 
Williams and Companies I and K at Fort Gibbon; Ma- 
jor William L. Buck and Companies L and M at Fort 
St. Michael. The order further provides that upon the 
arrival in Alaska of the 3d Infantry, Companies A, B, 
Cc, D, I and M, of the Sth Infantry, which are now in 
Alaska, shall proceed to Fort Thomas, Ky., for station, 
and that Company I, of the 13th Infantry, shall report 
to the commanding general of the Department of Cali- 
fornia for assignment to station. 
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Major Albert Todd, Art. Corps, will be detailed to the 
Adjutant General’s Department to fill the vacancy creat- 
ed by the promotion of Major Davis, Art. Corps, and he 
will be assigned to duty at the War Department as as- 
sistant chief of the recruiting division. Major Samuel 
W. Dunning, Infantry and Adjutant General’s Depart- 
ment, will be relieved as assistant to the chief of the re- 
cruiting division, and will be assigned to duty in San 
Francisco, to relieve Major John R. Williams, Adjutant 
General’s Department, who will be assigned to duty in 
the Philippines. Major Eben Swift, Cavalry and Ad- 
jutant General’s Department, is to be relieved in the 
Adjutant General’s Department and assigned to duty as 
officer in charge of the Department of Tactics at Fort 
Leavenworth.

In connection with the announcement made in Wash- 
ington, which is confirmed beyond doubt, that Secretary 
of the Navy Moody will not consent to serve another 
term in the Cabinet in the évent of the election next No- 
vember of President Roosevelt, the equally interesting 
and important rumor has been circulated that Judge 
Darling, the present Assistant Secretary of the Navy, 
may succed Mr. Moody as Secretary. Should such be the 
case it would be a most wise and gratifying choice to the 
Navy, to which Judge Darling has become so well and 
favorably known. Judge Darling has the confidence and 
respect of all the officers of the Navy on duty at the 
Navy Department, and has taken pains, since he has been 
assistant secretary, to make himself cognizant of the 
needs of the Service. 
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The English farce of a peaceful expedition of armed 
men into a foreign country was brought to an end at 
Guru, Tibet, where the Tibetans opened fire and wound- 
ed ten or twelve of the British, the chief victim being a 
newspaper correspondent. After firing a volley from 
their matchlocks the Tibetans fled, but suffered a loss of 
400 or 500 before they were out of range. Rifles bear- 
ing the Russian imperial stamp were found in the hands 
of Tibetan soldiers. They did not appear to have any 
proper realization of the destructive powers of modern 
military equipment, and when shown the operation of 
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a Maxim gun regarded it as an am toy. The British 
troops are suffering great hardships from the weather, 
which is so cold that the oil on the rifles and Maxims 
has frozen at times.

Brig. Gen. George F. Elliott, commandant of the Ma- 
rine Corps, has taken steps for the organization of the 
special battalion of 201 mem for duty at the St, Louis 
I’xposition. A detachment of 125 marines from the Dixie 
has been ordered to Washington Marine Barracks, and 
will later be —— by a sufficient number to make 
up the total. ajor James E. Mahoney will be in com- 
mand of the battalion, Capt. A. 8S. Williams in command 
of one company and Capt. William H. Clifford, jr., in 
command of the other, First Lieut.

LeRoy 8. Lyon, Art. Corps, to visit all the Artillery 
posts on the Atlantic coast for the purpose of fixing and 
determining stations for putting in at all the posts the 
so-called Barrancas system of fire control, otherwise 
known as the horizontal base system. This system, 2s 
will be recalled, has already been put in at Pensacola 
and tested. The board will be augmented in the various 
Artillery districts it will visit by the district commander 
and the local engineer officer. The board will start its 
work at Galveston on April 15. 
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Quartermaster Gen. C. F. Humphrey, U.S.A., in a cir- 
cular dated March 18, says: “On and after April 1, 
1904, the hours of labor for all clerks and other civilian 
employees of whatever grade or class in the depots, chief 
quartermaster’s office, and other offices of the Quarter- 
master’s Department at large will be from 9 a.m. to 4:30 
p.m., with an allowance of one-half hour for luncheon. 
Whenever the interests of the Government require it, 
any quartermaster may, in his discretion, by special or- 
der, stating the reason, further extend the hours of ser- 
vice of any clerk or civilian employees serving under 
his direction, but in case of extension, it shall be with- 
out additional compensation.” 
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Havana despatches of March 30 quote the Nicaraguan 
Consul at New Orleans, who was then in Havana, as 


authority for the statement that the Government of

Capt. C. J. Train, U.S.N., president of the Board of 
Inspection and Survey, telegraphs the Navy Departmenr 
under date of April 1 as follows: “Denver completed 
her second trial successfully; average speed, uncorrected 
for -tidal errors, 16.7 knots.” The U.S.S. Denver was 
built by Neafie and Levy. The speed trial was held over 
the Cape Ann course, March 31. The weather and sea 
conditions were almost perfect, there being scarcely -any 
wind and no roll. The Denver made 16.28 knots on her 
first trip. As her contract uirement is 17 knots, there 
will be a penalty of $30,000 for failure to attain it. 








On March 29 the enlisted force of the Navy aggre- 
gated 30,731. The maximum force authorized under the 
present law is 31,000, but under the new naval law which 
is soon to pass this is increased by 3,000. In view of 
this the Bureau of Navigation will not suspend recruit- 
ing. Since March 1 figures compiled under the direction 
of Comdr. Alexander Sharp and Lieut. David F. Sellers, 
of the Bureau of Navigation, show that of 267 men dis- 
charged, their enlistments having expired, 162 re-enlisted.

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PURCHASE OF MANEUVER SITES. 


March 28, 1904. 

Memorandum for the Secretary of War: Senator 
Quarles desires a communication from you with respect 
to this bill (S. 5177), which he encloses. 

On Jan. 25, 1904, I submitted a memorandum to the 
Secretary of War (copy herewith), in which I asked for 
an appropriation of $2,000,000 for purchase of four 
camp sites, and it was especially urged that the Depart- 
ment be not legislated into any particular site, and the 
suggestion in this regard made at that time is respect- 
fully renewed now. As will be seen, an upset price has 
already been stated in the bill for the various grounds 
referred to; $900,000 for the ground at Conewago, prac- 
tically fifty dollars per acre, when the board who went 
over this ground a little more than a year ago reported 
it as not worth more than $35 per acre at that time. 
With this proposition before it, the Government will 
have great difficulty in securing the ground desired for 
the money, as everybody will consider his property worth 
$50 per acre. The same may be said with reference to 
each of the other localities mentioned, whereas it is 
probably a fact that the Government, if unrestricted as 
to price and locality, could obtain suitable ground for 
very much less money per acre than herein indicated ; 
and if this be so, a greater area could be secured than 
would be possible under the circumstances proposed. 

The location proposed in Texas does not strike me as 
favorable, or in the interests of the Government; it is 
too far removed from the location of large portions of 
the National Guard; and the expense of transportation 
in order to utilize it for any considerable body of men 
would be very great. The same can be said with refer- 
ence to the site proposed in Wisconsin. As regards the 
Henry ranch, specified in the bill, it has been reported 
favorably only by a board of medical officers, who con- 
sidered only sanitary and hvgienic questions; not with 
particular references to its availability as a maneuvering 
ground. The board of officers who examined that section 
with a view to maneuvering sites reported in favor of 
the Nacimiento ranch, which is not a great distance 
from the Henry ranch, 

This is a matter of such importance to the military 
interests of the Government that it seems to me it should 
be viewed from no other standpoint than from strictly 
military consideration, which involves greatest means of 
communication, sanitation, water, etc., etc., all being of 
the highest importance for the mobilization and concen- 
tration of a considerable number of troops. It seems to 
me necessary, too, that every consideration should be 
given to the future use of these grounds in event of war 
for the concentration and equipment of Volunteer troops, 
and I am fully satisfied that sufficiently adequate ex- 
amination has not yet been made of the several pieces 
of ground specified to justify their purchase from our 
present knowledge. 

With the exception of the proposed purchase of ground 
for the enlargement of Chickamauga Park, I recommend 
that you endeavor to dissuade the Congress from desig- 
nating any particular ground, but renew your efforts for 
a general appropriation, leaving the final determination 
of the locality to be decided by you upon adequate inves- 
tigation by a board appointed by you for the purpose; 
the amount to be expended and the area to be secured 
not to exceed the amount and numbers specified in my 
memorandum of January 25th, to which reference has al- 
rez.dy been made.

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NEWS OF THE PHILIPPINES. 

In accordance with the recommendation of the Secre- 
tary of War, President Roosevelt has pardoned General 
Aquino, the Filipino officer who was convicted of having 
given an order for the execution of some American 
soldiers who were prisoners of his command during the 
insurrection. Three of the Americans were killed, but 
two survived and charged Aquino with having ordered 
their execution. After serving three years of a life 
sentence, Governor Taft was petitioned to have him 
pardoned on the ground that he had been unustly con- 
victed, a number of Filipinos having declared that the 
order was given by a subordinate, whom Aquino ordered 
to be executed for doing so. The facts in this case were 
given more fully in our issue of March 26, p. 780. 

Teodolfo Llaga, one of the ninety-four Filipino stu- 
dents who came to this country in charge of W. A. 
Sunderland of the Philippine instruction department 
and were placed in certain schools to complete their 
education, has been sent back to Manila because he has 
leprosy. The students arrived in San Francisco about 
six weeks ago and were assigned to various colleges in 
the West and the East. , It was not until after Llaga 
had been a short time at one of these schools that it 
was discovered that he had leprosy. LIlaga is a bright 
young man, and came from Cebu province. When he 
wis told what was the matter, he resigned himself to 
his condition and told Mr. Sunderland that he would re- 
turn to the Philippines and devote his life to educating 
the Filipinos belonging to the Philippine leper colony. 

If newspaper stories concerning the 250 or 300 mem- 
bers of the non-Christian Filipino tribes who are to con- 
stitute a feature of the St. Louis Exposition are to be 
credited, these “little brown men” are likely to rank 
among the star attractions of the big show. When their, 
train en route to St. Louis stopped at Alliance, Neb., 
for breakfast a few days ago, says a press despatch, a 
crowd of townspeople gathered at the station and stared 
at them. The curiosity manifested by a local physicia 
was so distasteful to the Filipinos that finally five of 
their number made a rush for him with bolos, chased him 
through the town and had they not been rounded up by 
the guards would probabiy have done him bodily harm. 
On their way to St. Louis many of the Filipinos per- 
sisted in throwing part of their clothing from the ca~ 
windows, and when they arrived in St. Louis many of 
them wore blankets hurriedly furnished by the railway 
officials. The sudden change to cold weather has devel- 
oped symptoms of pneumonia in many of the Filipinos, 
and one from the Island of Mindoro was taken to the 
hospital in a serious condition. 

Notwithstanding the fact that neither of the great po- 
litical parties of the United States has made any pro- 
vision for delegates from the Philippine Islands to its 
national convention, party organizations are being 
formed throughout the archipelago for the election of 
delegates to the Republican convention in Chicago and 





to the Democratic convention in St. Louis. If delegates 
from the islands present themselves to either convention 
the question of seating them will rest with the commit- 
tee on credentials. 

The Land Administration Court at Manila has decid- 
ed that certain extensive lands in the Island of Luzon, 
known as the Bogui lands, which were reserved by the 
Government for military purposes, belong to the Igor- 
rotes. The property will therefore be turned over to the 
natives. 

An enlisted man of the Army, who has seen service in 
the Moro country, writes of recent engagements with the 
Moros near Cottabato as follows: “The Bates Treaty 
has nothing to do with the Moros in the vicinity of Cot- 
tabato. It refers entirely to the Moros of the Ridieeede 
of Sulu. The Bates T'reaty was drawn up between Ma- 
jor Gen. J. C. Bates, U.S.A., representing the United 
States of the one part and the Sultan of Sulu (Mohamad 
Jamalul Kiram), the Dato Rajah Muda, the Dato At- 
tick, the Datos Calbi and Joakanain of the other part. 
This treaty was signed by all parties concerned on the 
20th day of August, 1899. All the articles of the agree- 
ment were confirmed by the President of the United 
States, except Article 10, which reads as follows: ‘Ev- 
ery slave in the archipelago of Jolo shall have the right 
to purchase freedom by paying the usual market value.’ 
The subject of slavery and peonage was reserved as 4 
matter of future conference, determination and agree- 
ment. By the terms of treaty the Sultan, certain Datos 
and Headsmen were to receive annuties compounded at 
$625 Mexican currency per month. The Sultan received 
the largest amount, F250 a month, and Serif Saguin 
(a Serif is a descendant of Mahomet) the smallest 
amount, $15 a month. This money has not been paid 
them for over a year on account of frequent disturbances 
in the archipelago. Did not the House Committee on In- 
sular Affairs know two years ago that the articles of the 
Bates Treaty were continually being broken by the Sul- 
tan and his subjects? It is strange that the committee 
took so long a time to find out just how matters stood 
on the Island of Jolo. The writer can remember the 
time shortly after the Bates Treaty became in force that 
Article 2 was broken. Article 2 reads: ‘The United 
States flag will be used in the archipelago and its de- 
pendencies, on land and sea.’ The Sultan of Sulu came 
into the harbor of Bongao, Tawi Tawi Group, one fine 
morning flying the Moro flag on all his boats. The post 
commander took quick action and had his Moro flags 
taken down in short order, and the Sultan realized that 
day for once in his life that the Bates Treaty was to be 
enforced. ‘This is only one case of many that the writer 
has cited. All the articles have been broken time and 
time again in the past three years, and it seems a pity 
that the evil could not have been checked two or three 
years ago. The Sultan of Sulu showed the United States 
authorities many many months ago that he was two- 
faced and that even the rules and regulations he himself 
published for the government of the Sultanate were 
broken by him and his chiefs, simply for their own gain. 
The Sultan of Sulu has cause to rue the day when he 
was first introduced to Major H. L. Scott, U.S.A. Ma- 
jor Scott knows the Moro and his craft even as he knew 
the Indian years ago, and the Sultan has at last found 
out that the old game of graft and blarney is a dead one 
and cannot possibly govern a Sultanate.”

RECENT DEATHS. 


LBrevet Brig. Gen. Oliver D. Greene, colonel, U.S.A 
retired, an old and gallant officer of the Army who died 
at San Francisco, Cal., March 19, was appointed to the 
U.S. Military Academy July 1, 1849, and was graduated 
as a brevet 2d lieutenant July 1, 1854, and assigned to 
the 3d Artillery. He was promoted 2d lieutenant, 2d 
Artillery, Nov. 25, 1854; 1st lieutenant, April 25, 1861; 
appointed brevet captain July 21, 1861, for gallant and 
meritorious service in the battle of Bull Run, Va.: cap- 
tain, A.A.G., Aug. 3, 1861; major, A.A.G. July 17 
1862; lieutenant colonel, A.A.G. (act July 17, 1862)! 
Aug. 20, 1862, to Dec. 31, 1862; he was promoted cap- 
tain 2d Artillery, Oct. 1, 1863, and resigned his com- 
mission of captain June 13, 1864; was made brevet liev- 
tenant colonel March 13, 1865, for gallant and meritorious 
service in the battle of Crampton’s Gap, Md. ; brevet colo- 
nel March 13, 1865, for gallant and meritorious service 
in the battle of Antietam, Md.; brevet «brigadier general 
March 13, 1865, for gallant and meritorious service dur- 
ing the war. He was appointed lieutenant colonel, A.A 
G., Feb. 28, 1887; colonel, A.A.G., July 9, 1892, and 
was retired Jan. 25, 1897. He received a medal of honor 
for distinguished gallantry at the battle of Antietam 
Md., Sept. 17, 1862, while serving as lieutenant colonel. 
A.A.G., and chief of staff to the commanding general, 6th 
Army Corps. The funeral was held March 21. The pro- 
cession was in command of Col. Charles Morris. It con- 
sisted of the Artillery band, seven companies of the 
Coast Artillery, two companies of the 10th Infantry 
and three companies of the 28th Infantry. The honorary 
pallbearers were Col. C. H. Noble, 10th Inf.: Col. Wii- 
liam S. Patten, chief quartermaster of the Department : 
Col. George Andrews, adjutant general of the Pacific 
Division; Col. Sedgwick Pratt, inspector general of the 
Pacific Division; Lieut. Col. W. L. Pitcher, 28th Inf. 
and Lieut. Col. E. B. Bolton, 10th Inf. 

Second Lieut. William J. Whitthorne, Art. Corps, U. 
S.A.. died on March 25 of pneumonia in the heme a’ 
Fort Monroe, Va. He entered the Volunteer Service as 
u private in the 11th U.S. Volunteer Cavalry Sept. 2. 
1899, and was mustered out of the Volunteer Service 
as a 2d lieutenant, June 24, 1901. He was appointed 
a 2d lieutenant in the Regular Army in July of the same 
year, and was assigned to the Artillery Corps. He was a 
native of Tennessee. The funeral services were held 
March 27 in the post chapel by Chaplain Chas. S. Walk- 
ley. Afterwards the remains were escorted to the depot 
by a company of Artillery and the band. The burial 
will be at Lieutenant Whitthorne’s home in Tennessee. 

Col. Francis Asbury Awl, father of Lieut. Frank A. 
Awl, 15th U.S. Inf., died at his home, 234 West State 
street, Harrisburg, Pa., March 25, after a long sickness. 
Colonel Awl suffered from cancer of the liver and gall 
duct, and was confined to his bed from New Year's Day. 
At the beginning of the Civil War in 1861 he served as 
adjutant of the 11th Regiment, Pennsylvania Volunters. 
In 1862 he raised for the nine months’ service Company 
A, of the 127th Regiment, Pennsylvania Volunteers, and 
participated in the Fredericksburg campaign. In 1864 
he assisted in organizing the 201st Regiment, Pennsy)- 
vania Volunteers, of which he was commissioned colone!, 
and served in that capacity until mustered ont at the 
close of the war. He was a clerk in the Harrisburg Na- 
tional Bank prior to the war; subsequently cashier of the 
banking house of Jay Cooke & Co., in New York, for « 
period of seven years; was a trustee for twelve years of 
the Pennsylvania State Lunatic Hospital and secretar) 
of the board: and from 1891 to 1896 deputy superin 
tendent of banking. Colonel Awl married, June 5, 1872. 
Mary Elizabeth Thompson, born Aug. 9, 1847, in New 
York city. They have two sons, Jay Wesley and Fran 
cis Asbury. The former is a teller in the Harrisburs 
National Bank, and the latter a lieutenant in the United 
States Army. Miss Fannie H. Awl, an only sister, al 
so survives. The funeral services and burial occurred 
March 28, the Rev. J. Wesley Hill being in charge. 

Mr. William S. Campbell, grandfather of Capt. Rob- 
ert H. C. Kelton, U.S.A., died at Washington, D.C.. 
March 22. 

In addition to the notice of the death of Maior Wil- 
liam H. Bean, U.S.A., at Omaha, Neb., March 17. which 
appeared in our issue of March 19. a correspondent at 
Omaha sends us the following: “Major Bean was in a 
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measure the life of department headquarters; always in 
a cheerful mood, he was universally beloved by all of his 
associates, and he was the last man on earth his associ- 
ates believed should have resorted to self-destruction. He 
was a man of the most sanguine temperament and gen- 
ial disposition, though of an extremely nervous nature, 
and the only cause that possibly can be attributed to his 
suicide, was nervous collapse, brought about by over- 
work. Since his return from the Army maneuvers at 
Fort Riley last fall, where he was in charge of providing 
subsistence for the 12,000 troops assembled there, he has 
been in ill-health. His chief trouble has been insomnia, 
and those who were most closely associated with him re- 
alized that he was on the verge of nervous collapse for a 
month or two. The impression that his approaching de- 
parture for the Philippines had anything to do with his 
self-destruction is pronounced wholly fallacious. Only 
Tuesday last he wrote to the chief com ng of the 
Army, General Weston, that he was glad he had been 
ordered to the Philippines, as he was anxious to get 
away from the hard grind of the chief commissary’s office 
in Omaha. He stated in the letter that he was about to 
ask General Wint to grant him a month’s leave, in order 
that he might get a little rest, and to his fellow officers 
about headquarters he expressed the profoundest grati- 
fication that he was soon to enjoy a change of scene and 
experience in the Philippines. Major Bean was regarded 
as one of the most efficient officers connected with the 
Commissary Department of the United States Army.” 

Mrs. Helen Dickey Foster, wife of Pay Director Jo- 
seph Foster, U.S.N., died at Portsmouth, N.H., March 27. 

Charles K. Coulling, who died at Richmond, Va., Feb. 
26 last, was a brother of Capt. William M. Coulling, U. 
S.A, 

Mr. Thomas W., Lillie, who died in New York March 
27. was a brother of Rear Admiral A. B. H. Lillie, U. 
S.N., retired. 

Gen. William H. Payne, a soldier of the Confederacy, 
died at Washington, D.C., March 29, of general debil- 
ity, at the age of seventy-four years. At the outbreak of 
the Civil War he entered the Confederate army as cap- 
tain in the famous “Black Horse Cavalry.” He served 
under Gens. Fitzhugh Lee, Wade Hampton and J. E. 
!. Stuart, by ell of whom he was mentioned for con- 
spicuous gallantry. Because his name was the same as 
‘hat of the man who attempted to assassinate Secretary 
Seward, General Payne was arrested shortly after hos- 

lities ceased and was brought to Washington, where a 
ast mob was clamoring for him to be hanged. It was 
cue to the protection of the Federal officers, who were 
foreed to use every stratagem at their command, that 
jeneral Payne escaped death. As it was, he was con- 
fined for a long term in prison. 

Major Stephen Baker, U.S.A., retired, who died in 
New York city on Feb. 13, was born in Michigan in 1840 
ind was a private in the 6th Infantry, August, 1860, and 

as subsequently promoted to corporal, sergeant, 1st ser- 
eant, sergeant major, and q.m. sergeant in the same 
command, serving until May, 1865, when he was ap- 
pointed a 2d lieutenant and assigned to the same regi- 
ment. On the same day he was promoted to 1st lieuten- 
int, then captain in 1874, major (4th Infantry) in 1897, 
ind was retired in 1899, at his own request, after a ser- 
vice of over thirty years. From March, 1862, until Au- 
gust, 1863, he was in the field with the Army of the Po- 
tomac, and during the winter of 1863-64 he was stationed 
at various places in New York harbor. In 1864 and 
1865 he was again in the field with the Army of the Po- 
tomac. Major Baker was at the siege of Yorktown and 
was in the battles of Gaines’s Mill, Malvern Hill, Sec- 
ond Bull Run, Fredericksburg, Chancellorsville, Peters- 
burg, Va., Antietam and Gettysburg. During the sum- 
mer of 1876 Major Baker was in the field with General 
lerry’s expedition against Sitting Bull. 

Virginia Williamson Hancock, wife of Frank Wood- 
son Havreock, and second daughter of Chief Engineer 
Thom Williamson, U.S.N.. died at the residence of her 
father, 2006 R street, N.W.. Washington, D.C., on Mon- 
day. Morch 28th, after a lingering illness. Interment 
was at Annapolis, Md.

The Dominican Government has refused permission 
to Rear Admiral Wise, U.S.N., to exhume and remove to 
the United States for burial the body of Johnson, the 
machinist of the Yankee, who was killed by insurgents 
near San Domingo a few weeks ago. The Dominican 
law requires that no body be exhumed within two years 
after death. 

Col. Theodore A. Bingham, U.S.A.. who is laid up in 
a hospital in Buffalo, N.Y., was well enough March 30 
to sit up in bed and receive callers. About two weeks 
ago he was injured by a falling derrick on the Govern- 
ment pier.

WAR IN THE FAR EAST. 


Information has been received by the Navy Depart- 
ment from Tokio under date of March 30 to this effect : 
“The Japanese fleet have been successful in attempt par- 
tially to close channel Port Arthur. Four Japanese 
merchant vessels escorted by twelve destroyers, six first 
class torpedo-boats, arrived at 3 a.m., March 27. The 
Japanese fleet later were sighted at the range of 4,000 
yards. The Japanese merchant vessels successfully en- 
tered channel inside lighthouse. Two were destroyed, 
sunk by Russian destroyers, two of them by own ex- 
plosives. Loss in killed, two officers, two men. Loss in 
wounded, one officer and eight men. No casualties to 
Japanese torpedo vessel. Very small gap in channel.” 
In view of the information received there it is believed 
in official circles that it will be difficult for the Russian 
ships to pass the channel should the facts cabled 
from Tokio prove to be accurate. In his report of this 
attempt to block the entrance to Port Arthur harbor, 
Vice Admiral Togo states that two of his vessels, the 
Chigo and Hachi-Hiko Maru were blown up by the 
crews and sunk. The Chigo Maru was sunk by a Rus- 
sian torpedo, The Yoneyama Maru collided with the 
stern of one of the Russian destroyers and was sunk by 
a torpedo. None of his torpedo-boat flotilla was injured. 
Admiral Togo declares that but two of his officers and 
two sailors were killed, two officers and six sailors 
wounded. He adds: “The result of the action being as 
above described, there is some space left between Huchi- 
Hiko Maru and Yoneyama Maru. It is a matter of re- 
gret that the roadstead could not be completely closed 
up.” The Russians report that their torpedo-boat de- 
stroyer Silni had her engines damaged by a shell and 
was stranded but floated during the night. A Russian 
officer and six seamen were killed and an officer and 
twelve seamen wounded. <A Hotchkiss 1-inch caliber 
quick-firer was found aboard one of the sunken steamers, 
from which a fire had been kept up on their torpedo- 
boats. 

A despatch to the New York Times dated “at sea in 
Korea Bay, March 31,” states that in this last attempt 
to blockade the entrance of Port Arthur harbor most 
desperate and gallant seamanship was shown, recalling 
the cutting-out expeditions of the old days. ‘The officers 
who commanded the first expedition insisted upon com- 
pleting their work and only failed because they did not 
have ships to sink sufficient to fully block the channel. 
It was a still night, with the sea like glass. Ever and 
anon the great searchlight of Golden Hill loomed up as 
its beam leisurely traversed the are of possible attack, 
but the Japanese were not picked up until within two 
miles of their goal, and the dark outline of the hills had 
begun to loom before them. Then “the Russian watch 
was aroused to suspicion, and the searchlight beam swept 
backward and forward in frenzied agitation. The sur- 
prise was at an end. A solitary gun flashed, and im- 
mediately the garrison and land troops sprang to the 
guns. In three minutes the Japanese craft were inclosed 
by a semi-circle of gun flashes as the concentrated fire 
of the forts and the picket destroyers poured into them. 
The sea all around was churned into a turmoil by strik- 
ing shells, but there was no hesitation.” 

None of the Japanese vessels were injured by this fire, 
though the Russians did obligingly sink one of the ves- 
sels at the point where the Japanese intended to place 
it. hitting it with a torpedo fired from within the har- 
bor. In spite of the heavy converging cross fire, the Jap- 
anese destroyers were able to pick up all the life-boats, 
and none of the crews of the transports were drowned. 
They lost, however, two men killed and three officers and 
six petty officers and men wounded. 

These repeated attacks on Port Arthur are interpreted 
to mean that the Japanese are preparing for a heavy 
landing of troops in the Gulf of Liao-Tung. either at 
Niu-Chwang or on the west coast of the Manchurian 
neutral zone, to effect which in safety the immobility of 
Admiral Makaroff’s fleet is absolutely essential. — 

A Russian warship sank the Japanese steamshin Han- 
yel at sunrise on Sunday, March 27, near the Minotao 
Islands, south of Port Arthur. The captain, engineer 
and one passenger reached Tangchau. Seventeen Jap- 








anese and Chinese passengers are reported to have been 
imprisoned. The Japanese protest against this act as 
in violation of international law. 

General Kuropatkin March 29 reported that six com- 
panies of Cossacks, led by General Mishtchenko at- 
tacked four squadrons of Japanese cavalry at Chong-ju, 
about 50 miles north-west of Ping-Yang, five miles from 
the coast and 20 miles west of Anju. The fight lasted 
an hour or more. It was an affair of outposts with small 
loss on either side, the Russians reporting three killed 
and three officers and twelve men wounded, seven seri- 
ous!y. The Japanese at least held their ground, as the 
Russians admit that they retired. General Mishtchenko, 
in-his report of March 28, states that the Japanese were 
reinforced and that his retirement “was carried out with 
the deliberation of a parade.” It appears from this ac- 
count that the Japanese were still many miles south of 
the Yalu and that the Russians are disputing every 
step of their progress and are able to take up strong 
positions in advance of the Japanese line of march along 
the one road that is availab'e for them, what is know as 
the Peking rond. At the fight at Chong-ju the Russians 
had to be driven from the heights occupied by them. 
The Cossacks fovght dismounted. As they were 600 
strong it did not take much killing to discourage them, 
and as they made their first halt ten miles from the 
battle field at Kwaksan (Koksan) and went into camp 
twenty miles away at “Nossan” (Telsan?) they appear 
to have been more demoralized than they admit. The 
Japanese admit the loss of one officer and four men 
killed and an officer ard twelve men wounded, all in the 
Cavalry. It states that Japanese cavalry and infantry 
attacked temporary fortifications erected by the Rus- 
sians. 

The London Standard reported March 23, on what it 
claims to be official authority, that the Russians have 
sent 100,000 men to the Far East by the Siberian Rail- 
way. The rumber can hardly be in excess of this. 

The hest informat‘on we can obtain indicates that the 
Russians have a base line from Wiju on the Yalu ex- 
tending up the river forty miles to Chanson with out- 
posts acvaneed south as far as the Hak-Chong or Pak- 
chon river et the mouth of which is Kasan. Forty 
thousand Chirese troops, well exercised and with Ger- 
man and Japanese instructors are reported to be in a 
position to menace the Russian line of communication 
in Manchuria. 

The Japynese are vigorously pnshing work on the 
railroad designed to join Seoul and Wiju. Nearly 100 
miles of the railroad running southerly from Seoul to 
Fusan are ready and it is expected to complete this line 
and that north as far as Ping-Yang by September.

The following regulations, to carry into 
effect the provisions of law regarding the appointment 
of persons fn civil life to be 2d lieutenants in the Army 
who may desire appointments in the Artillery Corps, hav- 
ing heen approved by the President, are published for the 
information of all concerned: 

I. No person shall be examined unless he has a letter 
from the War Department authorizing his examination. 

Tf the candidate has been graduated at an institution 
where he received military instruction he must present 
a diploma or a recommendation from the faculty of the 
institution, as well as, if practicable, of the officer de- 
tailed as professor of miiltary science. The professor of 
militery science will include in. his recommendation a 
statement as to the moral character of the applicant and 
= or not he is addicted to the use of intoxicating 

quors. 

If a member of the organized militia he must present 
recominendations from the proper organized militia au- 
thorittes. 

II. Every candidate will be subjected to a rigid physi- 
ca! examination. 

IIt. No candidate will be examined who is married, or 
under twenty-one or over twenty-seven years of age; who 
is not a citizen of the United States; who, in the judg- 
ment of the board, is not physically qualified to discharge 
all the duties of an officer in active service; who has any 
ceformity of body or mental infirmity, or whose moral 
habits are bad. 

IV. The board being satisfied as to these preliminary 
points will proceed to examine each candiate separatel 
as to his educational qualifications and his physical apti- 
tude, as determined by the medical examination, and 
other evidence submitted to the board. 

The appointment of 2d lieutenants, Artillery Corps, will 
be made only after the candidates have passed a written 
examination satisfactory to the Secretary of War and 
conducted by boards appointed by him. 

No candidate will be passed by the board who shall not 
have attained an average of 75 per cent. in each sub: 
of examination. The examining board is autho to 
accept In lieu of examination in subjects 1, 2, 3 and 4 @ 
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properly attested certificate, or diploma of graduation, 
from a technical school, or from a school having an 
oficer of the Army detailed as professor of military

It is to protect the men from just this kind 
of schemes and to give them reliable goods at a reason- 
able price that Captain Kerwin is lending all his energies, 
and if an earnest, self-sacrificing, conscientious attention 
to duty can succeed the men will get full value of every 
cent invested.

The memorandum of Lieutenant General Chaffee, 
Chief of Staff, on the purchase of lands for maneuver 
purposes, which appears in another column, should com- 
mand the approval of every good business man in both 
branches of Congress. In a former note recommending 
an appropriation of $2,000,000 for the purpose indicated, 
General Chaffee urged that the War Department be not 
legislated into any particular site for maneuver grounds, 
but that @e money be provided and the selection of sites 
left to the Secretary of War. Instead of doing this, 
however, Congress has taken upon itself the selection of 
four sites which, in General Chaffee’s opinion, have not 
been sufficiently examined with reference to their fitness 
for military requirements, and which he does not ap- 
prove. ‘The result of the proposed selection of sites by 
Congress would be that the owners of the designated 
lends would demand far higher prices than equally de- 
sirable land could be obtained for if the Government 
were unrestricted as to localities. The selection of these 
sites is of so much importance to the military interests 
of the whole country that it should be absolutely exempt 
from sectional or party influence and controlled solely 
with a view to economy and the real needs of the Ser- 
vice. In a matter of such vital consequence to the tax- 
payers and to the welfare of the military establishment 
Congress should be not only willing but glad to turn over 
to the War Department the whole responsibility of se- 
lecting the sites for the proposed maneuver camps. The 
united stand of General Chaffee and Secretary Taft in 
this matter has excited an unnecessary amount of irrita- 
tion in Congress. 

The General Board of the Navy has renewed its ses- 
sions, Rear Admiral Henry C. Taylor, Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation, having returned. Among the 
many important subjects which will come before it for 
consideration in the next few days is the question whether 
the Army or the Navy shall have charge of the submarine 
boats owned by the Government. It is believed the 
General Board will urgently recommend the defeat of 
the amendment in the Fortifications bill providing for 
the purchase of submarine boats for harbor defense pur- 


poses.

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REVISED ARMY REGULATIONS. 


The General Staff has been engaged for some time, as 
we have noted, in the preparation of a new edition of 
regulations for the Army. The mass of orders issued 
since 1901, amendatory of Army Regulations, the creation 
of a General Staff and transfer of the command of 
the Army, made this necessary. 

As every new code requires more or less construction 
and interpretation, it is always best to adhere in a re- 
vision to the language which has already undergone the 
test. This rule has been followed in this case even. to 
the extent of adopting the faulty style in the old regu- 
lations as to the proper use of the word “will.” To illus- 
trate, paragraph 65 says: “Officers will not leave the 
United States to go beyond the sea without permission 
from the War Department.” The word “will” in this 
paragraph denotes the subjective resolve and inclination 
of the officers, whereas it is intended to impose upon the 
officers the determination of a foreign will in the shape 
of a command or obligation, not to go abroad without 
the required permission ;to express this in proper terms 
the word “shall” should be used. Many examples of like 
character may be found in the old edition which were 
transferred to the new edition. These errors should be 
corrected. 

An examination of the revised work does not disclose 
any startling or important changes from the old text. 
For the benefit of our readers we have noted the princi- 
pal alterations, not heretofore published in orders, as fol- 
lows: | Existing regulations require that all staff ap- 
pointments and details shall, as far as practicable, be 
equalized among the several regiments, and that an of- 
ficer will not be detached for such service until he has 
served at least three years with his corps or regiment. 
The revised regulations do away with the equalization 
feature and prohibit the detaching of an officer unless 
he has served at least two of the preceding six years with 
his regiment or corps. 

Transfers of company officers, which could heretofore 
be made only by the Secretary of War, are hereafter to 
be made by the commanding officer of a regiment where 
no change of station is involved, and Artillery district 
commanders are given like authority in transferring lieu- 
tenants. 

The power of a post commander to grant leaves of ab- 
sence for seven days is extended to ten days. 

Commanders of territorial divisions or departments 

are authorized to grant leaves of absence for four and 
two months, respectively, and chiefs of bureaus may 
grant leaves for two months. 
Hunting permits may be granted by division and de- 
partment commanders for periods not exceding one 
month and by post commanders for periods not exceed- 
ing ten days. ; 

In the matter of granting furloughs the authority of 

division and department commanders has been extended 
from periods of two to three months; and the authority 
of post and regimental commanders has been extended 
from periods of twenty days to one month. 
In granting discharges to enlisted men, when in the 
opinion of the company commander the circumstances 
warrant it, notation is to be made of the fact that the 
soldier is fitted for a commission in the United States 
Volunteers, giving his special qualifications. 





The new regulations in respect to medals of honor eg- 
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April 2, 1904. 


clude from consideration cases in which the recommenda- 
tion or application was not made at the time of the ac- 
tion or within one year thereafter. The old paragraph 
relating to medals on account of service during the 
War of the Rebellion is dropped out. Certificates of 
merit will héreafter be granted only upon the recom- 
mendation of the officer who commanded the regiment or 
corps at the time the enlisted man concerned distin- 
guished himself. 

Changes in the flags and colors of the President, Sec- 
retary and Assistant Secretary of War have been made. 
The color of the President’s flag has been changed from 
scarlet to blue. The headquarters of each Artillery dis- 
trict is to be provided with one set of national and corps 
colors. Boat flags and pennants are provided for 
the use of general officers, the chiefs of bureaus and post 
commanders when making official visits to Navy vessels. 

Heretofore the regulations forbade the detachment of 
captains from their companies, except for urgent rea- 
sons. The new regulations provide that “the detail of 
captains on detached service away from their arm of the 
Service, shall, as far as practicable, be limited to those 
required by law.” 

The time limit of appointments of lance corporals has 
been removed, but no company shall have more than one 
lance corporal at a time, unless there are non-commis- 
sioned officers absent by authority, during which absence 
there may be one for each absentee. 

Company records must hereafter contain retained cop- 
ies of all returns of property pertaining to each com- 
pany. As heretofore the retained copies of property re- 
turns have been regarded as the personal property of the 
responsible officer, this new provision will add greatly 
to the clerical labor of company commanders. 

In the matter of the duties of the Chief of Artillery, 
the requirement that “he shall annually, and as frequently 
as circumstances shall require, inspect the coast and field 
Artillery,” is dropped out in the revised regulation, pre- 
sumably for the reason that much of the inspection ser- 
vice has been assigned to the division commanders. A 
new paragraph is introduced for the benefit of command- 
ing Officers of Artillery districts, advising them to labor 
for the instruction and efficiency of their respective com- 
mands and to encourage among their officers harmonious 
relations and a friendly spirit of emulation in the per- 
formance of duty. 

In relation to the “national air’ a most admirable 
paragraph has been inserted in the revision, directing 
that “whenever ‘The Star Spangled Banner’ is played 
by the band on a formal occasion at a military station, 
or at any place where persons belonging to the military 
Service are present in their military capacity, all officers 
and soldiers present will stand at attention. The same 
respect will be observed toward the national air of any 
other country when it is played as a compliment to offi- 
cial representatives of such country. Salutes with can- 
non are to be fired under charge of a commissioned offi- 
cer who shall be present at the firing and direct it. Guns 
using metallic-case ammunition (rapid-fire guns) to be 
used whenever practicable. The minimum number of 
pieces to be used is prescribed. 

An entirely new article relating to the militia is in- 
troduced reciting constitutional provisions and the laws 
relating to the militia, and providing regulations in the 
event of the militia being called into the Service of the 
United States. 

Specific directions are given for the identification of 
the remains of those killed in battle and the location of 
the places of their interment. 

To simplify the transfer of public property, it is pro- 
vided that instead of exchanging invoices and receipts, 
the receiving officer is authorized to make direct entry on 
the final return of his predecessor that all the property 
enumerated as on hand and transferred was received. 
The present provision as to the detail of a board of sur- 
vey, consisting of three members, has been eliminated and 
hereafter this function is to be performed by one officer, 
to be designated by the proper commanding officer. 

A new article is introduced entitled “General Staff 
Corps.” This defines the duties of the new corps, of the 
War Department General Staff, of the Chief of Staff and 
of the General Staff serving with troops. The particu- 
lars in this respect have been published in orders and 
need no special mention at this time. 

Retired officers are required to report their addresses 
monthly to the Chief of the Record and Pension Division 
at the end of every month, instead of quarterly as here- 
tofore. 

Under the head of efficiency reports a paragraph has 
been added requiring captains to report upon the subal- 
terns on duty with them. 

On all requisitions for supplies furnished by the Quar- 
termaster’s Department, issuable under Army Regula- 
tions or General Orders, department commanders are 
authorized to take final action and to send them for sup- 
ply to the depots designated by the Quartermaster Gen- 
eral. In the matter of expenditures for repairs of bar- 
racks and quarters, employment of labor, etc., greater 
latitude is granted department commanders than here- 
tofore. 

Under the present regulations officers traveling on 
troop trains or transports, but not ordered to report to 
the commanding officer on duty with the troops or com- 
mand on board, are not regarded as traveling with troops, 
within the meaning of the laws and regulations, and 
therefore entitled to the prescribed traveling allowances. 
The revised regulations reverse this provision and declare 
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that this class of officers are to be regarded as traveling 
with troops within the meaning of the laws and regula- 
tions. This is a singular change and we know of no law 
or regulation to sustain it. 

Par. 1694, of the regulations of 1901, says that the 
Chief of Ordnance under the direction of the Secretary 
of War is charged with certain duties. In the revision 
the words in italics are eliminated. 

The old burdensome provision in Art. 1703, requiring 
certified copies of inspection reports of articles con- 
demned to be filed with requisitions for new stores, has 
been dropped out in the revised edition. 

The allowance of baggage of officers to be transported 
at public expense upon permanent changes of stations 
is three times greater than that prescribed in the regu- 
lations of 1901. 

The new regulation is as follows:

CHARACTERISTICS OF RUSSIAN SOLDIERS. 
We have already—on page 715 in the issue of 
the ARMY AND Navy JourRNAL of March 5— 





given some account of the present condition of 
the Russian Army, but in view of the unfold- 
ing of the military drama in the Far East it 


is worth while to recall briefly an American soldier’s 
estimate of the Russian soldier. There has recently been 
published in London a new edition of the “Russian Cam- 
paign in Turkey,” written by Gen. Francis V. Greene, 
formerly of the Army, who, as a lieutenant of the United 
States Army, was American military attaché to the Rus- 
sian army during the Russo-Turkish War of 1877-78. 
This work properly described by the publishers as “by 
far the best English work on that war” and by many 
military critics as “the best student work on any war,” 
points out that the Russians reached the Danube with 
only 180,000 effectives, while the Turks had 225,000 men 
in the theater of operations. The Russian plan was to 
force the Danube, covering themselves right and left with 
masking forces and then push on through the passes of 
the Balkans to Adrianople and Constantinople. “Had 
their campaign begun as it was ended,” says Lieutenant 
Greene, “with 375,000 instead of less than 200,000 men, 
it is quite possible that it might have been carried out 
with very little deviation.” He is discriminating in his 
estimate of the Russian officers engaged in that cam- 
paign, but his praise for the enlisted force is unquali- 
fied. “The great and pre-eminent cause of their success 
in the winter campaign, which broke the Turkish de- 
fenses,” he says, “lay in the almost boundless patience 
and endurance of the Russian soldier. From the time 
the movement was well under way the men never saw 
their knapsacks. They marched and fought and slept 
in snow and ice, and forded rivers with the thermometer 
at zero. They had no blankets, and the frozen ground 
precluded all idea of tents; the half-worn out shelter 
tents were now and then cut up to tie around their boots. 
Their clothing at night was the same as in the day, and 
it differed from that of sumnier only in. the addition of 
an overcoat and a woolen muffler for the head. Their 
daily food was a pound of biscuit and a pound and a 
half of tough, stringy beef, driven along the road; they 
were forced to carry six and even eight days’ rations on 
their backs in addition to an extra supply of cartridges 
in thejr pockets, and there was more than one instance 
where the men fought, and fought well, without having 
tasted food in twenty-four hours.” As to their suffer- 
ings the following is sufficient: “Gourko lost about 2,000 
men hors de combat from freezing during the storm of 
Dec. 18-23. During the movement Dandeville lost about 
1,000 more. At Shipka the 24th Division lost 6,000 men 
(80 per cent. of its strength) during the same storm.” 
This recital by an officer of the United States Army who 
was an eye witness of the conditions described, clearly 
indicates the quality of the troops which Russia is care- 
fully preparing to hurl against the legions of Japan. 
Are their officers worthy of their endurance and courage? 
That is the crucial question of the campaign, and the 
answer to it, which must come from the battlefield, will 
be awaited with increasing interest by the military lead- 
ers of the world. The leader of the Russian forces, 
General Kuropatkin, who distinguished himself in the 
war with Turkey, is an able and experienced soldier.

Commenting upon the results of the first Japanese at- 
tack upon the Russian vessels at Port Arthur, Feb. 8, 
the London Engineer says: “Special interest attaches to 
the torpedoing of the Czarevitch, as she was specially 
strengthened below water against torpedo attack. The 
4inch longitudinal bulkheads associated with the ar- 
mored deck ran from the stem of the vessel to just abaft 
of the after magazine, and are carried down to the bot- 
tom at the turn of the bilge. She appears to have been 
struck aft, however, and possibly so much so as to have 
cleared the rear extremity of the bulkhead. Her steer- 
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ing gear is reported damaged, and although she seems to 
have been docked, she is unlikely to take any further ac- 
tive part in the naval operations, unless it be as a guard- 
ship for the port. This is to be regretted, as she is a 
very excellent and typical example of the latest French 
ideas in naval construction, and it would have been most 
instructive to artillerists and constructors had she taken 
part in a fleet action, and could have been compared with 
the equally typical English-built battleships in the Jap- 
anese fleet. She has a complete belt, mounts her sec- 
ondary guns in pairs in turrets, having their bases pro- 
tected by armored ammunition hoists, and has no side 
armor above the main deck. She should be practically 
unsinkable by gun fire, but is an admirable target for 
H.E. or common shell. In this engagement the Russian 
ships Poltava, Diana, Askold, and Novik were all put 
eut of action, while on the Japanese side the armored 
cruisers Iwate and Yakumo—some accounts say the bat- 
tleship Shikishima—were reported to have received slight 
injuries from shell fire. In contradiction to what occurred 
at Santiago, waterline hits seem to have been frequent, 
all the above-mentioned Russian vessels being struck in 
this region. The Japanese are said to have used only 
their 12-inch and 8-inch guns, and they certainly did so 
with great effect.”

We give on page 806 the record in the case of the 
collision of the U.S.S. Missouri with the Illinois at sea, 
on March 1. It contains the finding of the Court of 
Inquiry, the endorsements upon it by Rear Admiral 
Barker and J.A. General Lemly, the conclusions of the 
Secretary of the Navy, a letter from the Secretary to 
Admiral Dewey and the Admiral's reply. The record does 
not include, however, the two despatches sent by “high 
authority” at Washington to a member of the court 
previous to the finding. Without disputing the dictum 
of the Admiral of the Navy “that there was nothing in 
the evidence to show that, either on board the Missouri 
or on the part of any other vessel or officers was there 
any serious omission to take all precautions to avoid the 
collision,” it occurs to the lay mind to ask why the 
Missouri did not steer with her propellers if the helm 
was jammed? If the propellers had gone full speed in 
opposite directions the accident would not have occurred, 
in spite of the fact that no information as to the dis- 
ability of the Missouri was conveyed to the Lllinois until 
the two vessels collided. The evidence goes to show 
that the brexnkdown flag was not displayed until it was 
too late to be of any use. The Llinois was on her 
course; the Missouri was not on her course, and to her 
this accident was due as the finding of the Court shows. 
It would appear that our Navy officers need some in- 
struction in the art of steering with their propellers if 
Admiral Dewey's conclusions concerning this matter 
are sound, which are to the effect that what happened to 
the Missouri would have happened to her under the 
command of any officer. This seems to have been a case 
in which the simple and old familiar rule to avoid col- 
lisions was followed: “Back her, back her, for God's 
sake, back her.”

eral order has been prepared, but is temporarily held up 
by the Secretary of War, pending further consideration 
of the questions involved: “Post commanders are here- 
by authorized in their discretion to allow to agents of 
the Army Young Men’s Christian Association on duty 
in their respective posts the privilege of such use of post 
exchange building as may not be inconsistent with the 
normal and legal operation of the post exchange and as 
may, in the judgment of the commanding officer, furnish 
opportunity for the rational amusement of enlisted men 
and for their intellectual, moral and religious improve- 
ment. This order is issued because the Department is 
convinced that the Army Young Men’s Christian Associ- 
ation is so organized and officered as to enable it to be of 
much assistance to men, but for the purpose of avoiding 
interference with military discipline it is left to the 
discretion of the commanding officer to agree with the 
authorities of the Army Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tion upon the hours, manner and extent of the use of the 
post exchange buildings by the association.” Much ob- 
jection is made to this order by Army officers, and very 
properly made. Representing as it does only what are 
known as “orthodox Christians,” the Y.M.C.A. is essen- 
tially a sectarian institution and it is certainly a civil 
institution which ought not to be given authority at 
a military post. We are sure that the Secretary of War 
will not, when he comes to consider the matter, so stretch 
his authority as to give the association what it asks for 
in this instance.

The work of the General Staff on the Army Regula- 
tions, Infantry Drill Regulations and revision: of the 
regulations for the government of the Army in the field, 
which has been in progress now for several monhts, ia 
nearing completion. It is the purpose of the General 
Staff, if possible, to obtain Army Regulations which will 
so well meet the requirements of the Service that it will 
not be found necessary constantly to make changes in 
them every few weeks, as has been customary in the past. 


The Militar Wochenblatt, the 6fficial military jour- 
nal of Germany, publishes an interesting article on the 
American Cavalry, pointing out in detail the good points 
and those it is disposed to criticise. 
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THE FIFTY-EIGHTH CONGRESS. 


The reports of the committees of conference on the 
disagreeing votes of the two Houses on the amendments 
of the Senate to the bill making appropriations for the 
Army, have been submitted by the conferees to their 
respective Houses. It seems that the provision for the de- 
tail of retired officers failed because it is part of the 
amendment giving officers an advanced grade on retire- 


ment. Senator Proctor stated on the floor of the Sen- 
ate that the provision for detail would be readily agreed 
to if it was separated from the remainder of the amend- 
ment. Further conference on the amendments in disa- 
greement has been asked by the Senate. The Senate 
amendment providing for an increase in the Engineer 
Corps was agreed to. As it now stands, the bill provides 
that the Corps of Engineers shall have ten colonels, six- 
teen lieutenant colonels, thirty-two majors, forty-three 
captains, forty-three 1st lieutenants and forty-three 2d 
lieutenants. ‘he House will act upon the conference re- 
ports as soon as it has finished its consideration of the 
Sundry Civil Appropriation bill. Another conference 
will then be had, as it is generally understood that the 
House will vote to insist upon its amendments. Among 
the other items agreed to was the proposed consolidation 
of the Adjutant General’s Office and the Record and Pen- 
sion Office, and the increase of the Porto Rico Regiment 
to three battalions. The item of $12,000 for 3,000 med- 
als, to be awarded for distinguished gallantry in action, 
was also agreed to, as was the appropriation of $312,000 
for completing the system of military cables in Alaska. 
The provision for the increase of the Signal Corps is 
still pending, as is the item of $100,000 for barracks on 
the Isthmus of Panama. ; 

The Senate has passed 8. 2650, authorizing the Presi- 
dent to restore Capt. Seth Mitchell Ackley, U.S.N., re- 
tired, to the active list of the Navy, provided he shall 
upon examination establish his fitness to perform active 
duty, the place to which he shall be restored to be de- 
termined by the Secretary of the Navy after recommenda- 
tion by the examining board; said Ackley to be carried 
as additional to the number of the grade to which he may 
be restcred or at any time thereafter promoted. Captain 
Ackley was retired Oct. 25, 1901, solely in consequence 
of the report of a medical board that he was unable to 
perform sea service. Within a month thereafter he was 
successfully operated upon and since recovering, there 
has been no recurrence of his illness in any form. If 
he should fail to pass the medical examination pre- 
scribed by law the proposed act will not change his status 
at all: it will be operative only in case a naval board 
shall find him qualified in all respects to perform all his 
duties at sea. During his thirty-six years of active ser- 
vice he was at sea twenty years and five months, a sea 
service exceeded by only three of the admirals on the 
active list. 

The Senate has passed 8. 402, to appoint James D. 
Vernay, late 1st lieutenant and brevet captain, U.S.A., 
as a captain upon the retired list of the Army; no pay or 
allowances to become due by passage of this act from 
date of his dismissal by sentence of court martial up to 
date of its pussage. 

The Senate has passed bills granting the following 
monthly pensions: $50 to the widow of Brig. Gen. Wil- 
liam H. Nash, Commissary General of Subsistance, 
U.S.A.; $380 to the widow of Major Gen. Gideon J. 
Pillow, U.S.A.; $35 and $2 for minor child to the widow 
of Lieut. David Daniels, U.S.N.: $30 to the widow of 
Capt. Thomas M. Tolman. Ist U.S. Inf.; $12 to the 
widow of Gunner Andrew Wilson, U.S.N.; $24 to Hos- 
pital Steward William G. Scott, 16th U.S. Inf.; $50 
to the widow of Rear Admiral David Smith, U.S.N.; 
$20 and $2 for minor child to the widow of Major 
Stephen R. Stafford, U.S.A., retired; $35 to the widow 
of Lient. Col. Jasper Newton Morrison, judge-advocate, 
U.S.A.; $50 to the widow of Col. Quincy A. Gillmore, 
Corps of Eners.; $30 to the widow of Capt. James Alex- 
ander Haughey, 21st U.S. Inf.; $17 to the widow of 
Ist Lieut. Redmond Tully, 25th U.S. Inf.; $15 to the 
widow of Ensign Robert C. Ray, U.S.N.; $30 to the 
widow of Capt. George A. Thurston, 3d U.S. Art., 
and $24 to Osmer S. Deming, late gunner’s mate, U.S.N. 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs has reported 
with amendnents S. $168, making appropriations for the 
improvement and beautification of the grounds within 
the Presidio Military Reservation at San Francisco. 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs has re- 
ported favorably 8S. 5177, to establish four permanent 
military camp grounds in the States of Texas, Wiscon- 
sin, Pernsylvania and California and for the enlarge- 
ment of the Chattanooga and Chickamauga National 
Parks. The other bills of like tenor, upon adverse report 
by the committee, were postponed indefinitely. They are 
S. 499, S. 676, S. 3682, S. 3681, S. 908, S. 2949 and 
S. 1427, which severally provide in the order given for 
the establishment of military camp grounds at or near 
Oakland, Garrett County, Md.; Nacimiento ranch, Cal. ; 
Fort Sam Houston, Camp Douglas, Conewago Valley 
and Nacimiento ranch; Conewago Valley; Fort Sam 
Houston; Tacoma, Wash., and Camp Douglas, Wis. 

Mr. Proctor has submitted to the Senate an intended 
amendment to the Sundry Civil bill, to appropriate an 
additional cum of $50,000 for furnishing and equipping 
the U.S. revenue cutters with Ingersoll self-righting and 
bailing lifeboats, to be propelled by oars and sails or by 
motor power, as the Department may decide. 

Mr. Dayton, March 30, introduced in the House an 
important bill, H.R. 14585, which we give elsewhere, reor- 
ganizing the Navy and Marine Corps. It provides for 18 
rear admirals, 70 captains, 112 commanders, 200 lieuten- 
ant commanders, 350 lieutenants, and as many lieuten- 
ants, j.g., and ensigns as may qualify under this act. 
Rear admirals commanding fleets are to rank as vice 
admirals. The Secretary is to have authority to increase 
the number in any corps, grade or rating when neces- 
sary to officer and man new ships. All officers must be 
graduates of the Naval Academy. Twelve boatswains, 
gunners or warrant machinists are to be promoted each 
year and deficiencies in the Marine Corps provided for 
by the appointment of non-com. officers or civilians. En- 
signs and lieutenants, j.g.. are to alternate at sea be- 
tween line duty, and engineering. Commanders, lieuten- 
ant commanders and lieutenants may be permanently as- 
signed to engineering on application, defails to be made 
to fill vacancies. Rear admirals performing engineering 
are not to be ordered to sea. Engineers are to mess and 
quarter in the wardroom. The Navy is to receive the 
same pay and allowances, except forage, as the Army. 
Graduates are to be assigned to the construction corps 
and the civil engineers. 

The House has passed S.R. 34, to permit Alfonso 
Zelava of Nicaragua, to receive instruction at the U.S. 
Military Academy, without expense to the U.S. Some 
objection was made to the bill by Representatives Mad- 
dox and Robinson, on the ground that it granted a 


foreigner a privilege difficult for our own citizens to se- 
cure, and that it might, in the event of war, be furnish- 
ing some power with military training to be used agaiust 
us. It was explained, however, by Representatives Hull 
and Slayden that this was merely the usual courtesy 
which had always been extended to any South American 
Republic that requested it, and that it has never been 
abused. } 

The House has passed H.R. 14110 to authorize the 
donation of one six-pounder smooth bore bronze gun of 
3 7-8 inches caliber, now at Chickamauga Park, to the 
Phil Kearny Post of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
Nelsonville, Ohio. 

The House Committee on Military Affairs, to whom 
was referred H.J. Res. 122, permitting Major Thomas 
W. Symons, Corps of Engineers, to assist the State of 
New York by acting as member of an advisory board, re- 
port in favor of a substitute bill authorizing the Secre- 
tary of War to grant Major Symons leave of absence 
without pay for one year; and that he be permitted to 
assist the State of New York by acting as member of an 
advisory board of consulting engineers in connection 
with the improvement and enlargement of the navigable 
canals of the State of New York. 

The House Committee on Military Affairs has re- 
ported without amendment S.R. 9, authorizing the issue 
of duplicate medals where the originals have been lost or 
destroyed. 

The House Committee on Naval Affairs has recom- 
mended the passage of H.R. 6826, for the relief of En- 
sign Creighton Churchill, U.S.N., retired, amended to 
provide that he shall be restored to the active list pro- 
vided that upon examination he shall establish his fitness 
to perform active service, the place to which he shall 
be restored to be determined by the Secretary of the 
Navy after recommendation by the examining board: 
said Churchill to be carried as additional to the number 
of the grade to which he may be restored, or at any time 
thereafter promoted. 

The House Committee on Naval Affairs’ has reported 
favorably, with minor amendments, H.R. 12582, to make 
George F. Phillips, late chief machinist, U.S.N., a war- 
rant machinist on the retired list of the Navy. He was 
one of the crew of the Merrimac at the time that vessel 
was sunk in an effort to close the harbor at Santiago 
during the war with Spain, was examined for warrant 
machinist in 1908, and was found physically disqualified 
by disease incurred in the line of duty. 

The House Committee on Claims has reported with- 
out amendment H.R. 9708 for the relief of the heirs 
and legal representatives of those civilian employees 
of the Government who were killed by the explosion of 
gunpowder and 13-inch shell at the U.S. naval maga- 
zine, Iona Island, New York. 

The House Committee on Naval Affairs, to whom 
was referred H.R. 9055, providing for rank and pay for 
certain retired officers of the Navy, has fully considered 
the same, as it did a similar measure in the Fifty- 
seventh Congress, and recommends its passage. Although 
some changes may have been made in the detail of re- 
tired officers to active duty since the former report, the 
merits of the measure remain the same, the Committee 
states. The act approved June 7, 1900 authorized for 
a period of twelve years from said date the employment 
en active duty at sea and on shore of retired officers. 
While so employed they receive the pay and allowances of 
officers of the active list of the grades from which they 
were retired. So far as relates to assignment to duty, 
the retired officer is placed upon the same footing in law 
as the officer of the active list. No corresponding amend- 
ment was, however, made to the statute prohibiting 
promotion. Therefore, while performing duty of what- 
ever character, the retired officer receives the same 
pay of the grade from which he was retired, and during 
the whole of his employment, which may be for twelve 
years, receives no advancement, as do other officers of 
the military services. The total active duty of a few of 
the officers in the grade of lieutenant may be as great as 
forty years. This bill is intended to give these re- 
tired officers actively employed credit for advancement 
for their active services. The period of such duty is 
utilized to fix the rank with that of an officer of the 
active list of corresponding active service and _ there- 
after to promote them side by side. No credit what- 
ever attaches for such time as may have been spent upon 
the retired list not employed. There are at the present 
time no less than twenty officers who will fall within 
the provision of this measure. Of these there are five 
whose active duty since retirement, added to previous 
active service, will entitle them to advancement. The 
increase in pay involved is approximately $3,500. Some 
of the others may hereafter, if continued on active duty, 
earn promotion to a higher grade. If all are so employed 
during the whole period of twelve years, sixteen will 
eventually be advanced. During the past year two re- 
tired officers have, while on active duty, died. A few 
exceptional cases of retirement following the Civil War 
exist where this bill, if enacted, would operate to reduce 
the rank and pay of the officers if ordered to duty, and 
one case at least wherein, under the act of June 7, 1900, 
the officer’s pay is less than his retired pay. As the 
purpose of the measure is intended to be beneficial, 1 
proviso is attached to exempt such cases from its opera- 
tion. This bill is approved by the Navy Department. 

The House has received from the Quartermaster Gen- 
eral of the Army, a recommendation that $300,000 of th» 
amount contained in the estimate for military posts in 
the Sundry Civil bill for year ending June 30, 1905, be 
made immediately available. General Humphrey states 
that there are now under consideration a number of 
projects for construction of buildings at military posts 
which have been approved by the Secretary of War and 
which will have to be deferred until after July 1, 1904, 
because the available balance of current fiscal year’s 
appropriations for military posts is not sufficient to 
carry them throngh thus losing a considerable part of 
the most favorable working season. 

The House has received from the Secretary of War 
an additional estimate of $112.20 for the payment of 
damages to private property by gun firing, ete. 

The House Committee on Military Affairs, having had 
under consideration the bill (H.R. 1272), to restore cer- 
tain officers of the United States Army to their proper 
places on their respective lineal lists, reported the same 
back to the House with the recommendation that it do 
not pass. Thirteen 2d lieutenants in the Army failed to 
pass their examination and were suspended from promo- 
tion for one year, during which time certain other offi- 
cers of lower lineal rank, who were more proficient or 
more fortunate, passed their examinations successfully 
and received promotions, thus passing the officers in 
question upon the lineal list. This bill proposes to re- 
store the officers who failed in their examinations to the 
place on the lineal list they would have occupied had 
they passed instead of failing in their examination. The 
Committee says: “It will be observed that Congress is 





asked to find as facts that these officers were deprived 
of an opportunity to prepare for their examinations, did 
not have sufficient notice thereof, that the board who ex. 
amined them was unfair or incapable, or both. That 
by reason thereof an injustice has been done which jus- 
tifies the setting aside of a general law for the govern- 
ment of the Army and the substituting therefor as ap- 
licable to the cases in question personal legislation. The 
Acting Adjutant General of the Army, the Lieutenant 
General, and the Secretary of War have reported ad- 
versely upon this proposition, and your committee ap- 
pends hereto such reports and makes them a part hereof. 
It is obvious that the opportunity of officers to prepare 
for examination can not always be equal and that exam. 
ining boards may sometimes do injustice. Differences 
of opportunity are inherent in the nature of the case and 
can not be remedied by legislation. Examining boards, 
in the opinion of your committee, are far more likely 
to do justice in such matters of administration than Con- 
gress could do, lacking as it must, technical knowledge 
and the opportunity to examine applicants for promo- 
tion. Men who enter the Army as soldiers or officers sub- 
mit themselves to the government of the military av- 
thorities acting under the laws of Congress. This they 
fully understand and can not reasonably complain a; 
the judgment of the very tribunal they invoke by the act 
of entering the Army. This bill is an example of a kind of 
personal legislation that comes too frequently before Con- 
gress. For officers to be constantly appealing from the 
judgment of the proper military authorities to the dis. 
cretion of Congress is subversive to all military disci- 
pline, tends to destroy the efficiency of the Army, and 
can not be too severely condemned.” 

Unfavorable reports have been made by the House 
Military Committee in the cases of the following late 
officers of the Army who were discharged under Sec. 12, 
act of July 15, 1870, reducing the Army and who now 
ask to be restored: John F. Lewis, late 1st lieutenant, 
21st Inf.: John W. Lewis, late 1st lieutenant, 27th Inf. : 
Harlow L. Street, late Ist lieutenant, Ist Cav.; Edward 
Byrne, late captain, 10th Cav.; J. A. Wanless, late Ist 
lieutenant, 2d Cav.; W. H. W. Krebs, late 1st lieuten- 
ant, 17th Inf. Of the seventy-three officers named in 
the order discharging these gentlemen twelve have been 
restored by special acts or executive appointment, and 
forty-five are known to have died previous to Nov. 16, 
1903. This leaves sixteen of whom these six apply for 
restoration, on the ground that they were unlawfull) 
dismisesd. 





The House Committee on Naval Affairs had two ver) 
animated meetings this week, which were devoted pri- 
marily to the consideration of the bill introduced by 
Representative Dalzell to give officers of the Navy the 
same pay when on shore duty as when they are serving 
at sea. Representative Dayton of West Virginia made 
a strong plea for the passage of this bill, which, it is 
understood, was opposed by Chairman Foss and other 
members of the Committee. When Secretary Moody 
appeared before the committee on March 31 he was 
asked to give his views on the bill. The Secretary ex- 
pressed himsclf as strongly in favor of the passage of a 
bill of this description, but said that he also believed 
that all questions relating to naval pay should be con 
sidered together by Congress, and suggested that he in- 
tended to appoint a board of officers this summer to con- 
sider and report upon the matter. Notwithstanding the 
cogent arguments advanced in favor of the bil! passing 
at this session of Congress the committee voted it down 
and it will either not be reported at all this session or 
will receive an adverse report. That is, of course, unless 
the committee can be prevailed upon to change its mind 
in regard to the matter, which is not at all likely. The 
matter is an important one, and Navy officers will! 
generally regret that the committee has seen fit to take 
action of this nature. There is every reason to believe, 
however, that the many matters relating to Navy pay 
which are now giving dissatisfaction will be carefully 
considered at the next session of Congress. Secretary 
Moody, when he appeared before the committee on March 
31, urgently recommended the formation of a naval gen- 
eral staff. The Secretary told the committee that he 
regarded it as most essential that the civilian head of 
the Navy Department be provided by law with a body 
of specially trained naval officers to act as his advisers. 
With this end in view he thought it would be an excellent 
thing for the Service if Congress legalized the Genera! 
Board. It is not understood that the Secretary recom- 
mended the passage of any bill providing for a general 
staff as intricate as has been suggested in many quarters. 
Notwithstanding this recommendation it may he positive- 
ly steted that no bill will pass Congress this session 
providing for a general staff of any description. The 
Secretary is to appear before the House committee again 
next Wednesday and go into the matter of a general 
staff in detail. He will not he accompanied, at his own 
request, by any officer of the Navy, but will give the 
committee his personal views on the subject-

If all 
of these nine men qualify there will still be nineteen 
vacancies in the grade of master electrician. 
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NAVAL RATINGS. 


The following official letter has bee sent to the Navy 
Department by Rear Admiral W. C. Wise, commanding 
the Adantic Training Squadron: 

“The Training Squadron being now an actual fact and 
in working order with all men and boys for training be- 
ing instructed under one system and using one routine, 
it seems @ proper time to call the Department’s attention 
to certain discrepancies in the naming of rates and in 
the pay of recruits, all of whom are doing the same duty 
and working alongside of each other. 

“The lower age of enlistment of apprentices having 
been raised to sixteen and it being understood that the 
intention is to raise it soon to seventeen, there now ex- 
ists no great distinguishing line between them and the 
younger landsmen for training taken in at about the 
same age. The principal difference otherwise is in cer- 
tain regulations and in the preliminary instruction at 
the shore stations, where heretofore the apprentice has 
had much the best of it, and has received a much more 
thorough training. q 

“The two systems, however, are daily approaching each 
other and it is hoped in the near future that they will 
be merged and that there will be other and sufficient 
training stations established, barracks built, etc., and 
that all recruits for training will receive an identical and 
thorough preliminary training and weeding out before 
being transferred to the training ships. This will Save 
the Government much expense, by sooner getting rid of 
undesirable material, and will much facilitate the in- 
struction and maintenance of discipline on board the 
training ships. es 

“At present, then, we have the anomalous condition of 
two sets of recruits, many of whom are enlisted at the 
same age and all of whom are enlisted to perform the 
same duties, and any of whom may, if qualified, reach 
the same ultimate condition in the Service, yet bearing 
diferent names, governed by different laws, and widely 
diferent pay. In regard to pay the apprentice has much 
the worst of it. 

“The following table shows the present state of the 
laws and regulations on this subject, with the ages and 
grades of pay, and shows the earliest date at which they 
can be advanced to a higher rate. ‘ ' 

“Below this is given a table showing a proposed uni- 
form system of rates, ages, promotions and pay. 
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__“Under the present system, a landsman enlisted at 
7 or 18 years of age would if he is made an ordinary 
caman in six months get $166, or $96 pay as lands- 
ian; he might then be sent to a ship and in a short 
ime be rated seaman, say in three months, thus re- 
ceiving $19 x3, equals $57, plus $96 already received, or 
3153 in nine months; and, even if not soon rated, would 
receive $465 in twenty-two months. Supposing that he 
vere then, in two months, rated a petty officer, 3d class, 
he would at 19 or 20 years of age have received $513. 
“An apprentice, 3d class, enlisted at 17 or 18 years of 
ze, would receive $9 for probably at least ten months, 
rr $90, then as apprentice, 2d class, $15 for twelve 
nonths, at which time he might be rated apprentice, 1st 
class, receiving in all $90, plus $180, or $270 in twenty- 
two months. If he were at once rated a petty officer, 34 
class, at $30, he would have received when 19 or 20 
years of age only $330, nearly $200 less than the lands- 


» man, or about $8 a month less for the whole two years. 


“Under the proposed system the number of ratings of 
seaman recruits for training is reduced from four to one 
and the system infinitely simplified ; enlistments could all 
be uniformly for four years. 

“As has been stated, the actual merging of the sys- 
tems has in fact almost taken place, and will soon be 
completed by the raising of the lower age limit of the 
apprentices to 18 years. All then left to do will be to 
simplify the names, and the equalization of the pay will 
follow the stopping of the enlistment of apprentices, 34 
class, and the cancelling of the complicated regulations 
now, governing the apprentice system. These are already 


mostly dead letters. Congress would of céurse have to 
act on this change of name in the Appropriation bill. 

“Parents’ consent would still be necessary in the case 
of those below 18, but the present law allows the enlist- 
men of landsmen betwen 17 and 18 years of age. 

“Men under training for seamen ought not to be called 
landsmen, which is a good term for those only with no 
knowledge at all of a seaman’s duties, such as messmen 
and similar billets. 

“It is submitted that the apprentice system is so well 
known throughout the United States, is so highly thought 
of in many places, and is so attractive to many boys and 
young men, thut it would be a mistake to lose this valu- 
able asset in our present need of men, which would be 
the case if the name apprentice were dropped and landa- 
man or some other term without its historic associations 
were substituted. Then, too, the apprentices who have 
risen in the Service and the ex-apprentices who have re- 
enlisted constitute a corps d’elite and have a standing 
which will always give the name ‘ex-apprentice’ weight 
and constitute a title of honor. On the other hand lands- 
man has no such force to it and the real meaning of the 
word is but a term of reproach among sailors. 

“It does not seem proper to call the mass of our em- 
bryo seamen, from whom we hope to recruit the finest 
body of men in the world, by such a name. ‘Landsmen’ 
they may have been on shore, but when they once don 
the uniform of the seaman branch of the Regular Ser- 
vice let us give them a more dignified name, one they 
may be proud to write home about and not one which 
will lay them open to the jibes of their old associates. 

“*Apprentice seaman’ is such a name, expressing ex- 
actly the proper meaning, less clumsy than landsman for 
training, in exact accord with the other rates long estab- 
lished in the Service, namely, ordinary seaman and sea- 
man, and not open to the objection of the simple word 
apprentice, which implies no particular calling and has 
come to mean a ‘boy’ only. 

“It is therefore earnestly recommended that the sys- 
tems be merged as suggested as soon as practicable ; that 
the names of the rates be simplified, and that the pay be 
equalized, doing away with the under-paid rate of ap 
prentice, 3d class, at once, as unjust and no longer neces- 
sary with the older class of recruits now enlisted.”

RESTORING DISCHARGED NAVY OFFICERS. 


Secretary of the Navy Moody has this week sent the 
following letter to the House Committee on Naval Af- 
fairs: “Referring to your communication of the 4th 
instant inclosing a copy of H.R. 9485 ‘to provide for the 
restoration to the Navy list of certain graduates of the 
Naval Academy who were honorably discharged under 
the act of Aug. 5, 1882,’ and request for the views and 
recommendation of the department thereon, I have the 
honor to state that the Bureau of Navigation, to which, 
having particular cognizance of the personnel of the 
Navy, the bill was referred, reports in the matter as 
follows: ‘Graduates of the Naval Academy in excess 
of the number required to fill vacancies were first dis- 
charged in 1882; the last excess graduates were dis- 
charged in 1896. Thus it appears that some of them 
have been out of the Service for a period of more than 
twenty years. while those latest discharged have been 
out of the Service about seven years. While putting 
these graduates on the active list of the Navy would not 
interfere with the promotion of other officers, it would 
give such graduates precedence over officers who had 
served continvously during the time that the discharged 
graduate had been out of the Service. Military preced- 
ence is of as great importance as promotion. Some of 
the graduates affected by this bill would be returned ‘o 
ihe Navy as lieutenant commanders, or high up on the 
lieutenants’ list, in which position they would be qualified 
and would be required to do active service as executive 
officers or navigators on hattleships or large cruisers. 
Such rank, also, would entitle them to the command of 
vessels of the third rate, some of which are of more 
than 3,000 tons displacement. 

“In the present condition of change and constant 
progress in naval matters, this bureau believes that the 
efficiency of the naval service demands the continuous 
active service of all officers, by far the greater part of 
such service to be spent at sea, and it is believed to be 
unquestionable that a long period of non-professional 
employment seriously impairs the qualifications of offi- 
cers for the efficient performance of their duties. It 
should be noted also that during the period of ten or 
twenty years in which these graduates have heen entirely 
withont naval experience, many of them without any 
seafaring exnerience whatever, the changes and progress 
in naval affairs and material, especially in our own Ser- 
vice, have been very great and in many respects radical. 
In view of the foregoing, therefore, this bureau is of. the 
opinion that these graduates would not be competent to 
perform the duties which should properly be required of 
them and recommends that this bill be not enacted into 
a law. {[oneurring in the main with the views ex- 
pressed by the bureau in the foregoing quotation, the 
measure in question is not commended to favorable con- 
sideration.”

PAY OF REAR ADMIRALS. 


The Court of Claims on Monday, March 28, announced 
a favorable decision on the claim of Rear Admiral Silas 
W. Terry, U.S. Navy. ‘This decision affects all the 
rear admirals of the nine lower numbers of that grade. 
Admiral Terry was commandant of the Washington Navy 
Yard for about two years while among the nine lower 
numbers of the grade of rear admiral. He received the 
Army pay of a brigadier general, $5,500 less 15 per cent. 
for shore duty, amounting to $4,675. He claimed that 
the correct amount of his pay while on shore duty was 
$5,000, as provided by the old Navy pay table contained 
in Section 1556 of the Revised Statutes, for a rear ad- 
miral on shore duty. Messrs. George A. and William B. 
King. in their elaborate presentation of this case, both in 
their briefs and oral arguments before the Court of 
Claims, based this claim upon the provision of the Navy 
Personnel act as amended by the Naval Appropriation 
act of June 7, 1900, “that nothing therein contained 
shall operate to reduce the pay which, but for the pas- 
sage of said act, would have been received by any com- 
missioned officer at the time of its passage or thereafter.” 
A rear admiral doing duty as commandant of the Wash- 
ington Navy Yard would have been entitled to $5,000 a 
year, and therefore that rate of pay was saved to him 
by the provision just quoted. The response made to this 
argument was that but for the passages of the Personnel 
act increasing the number of rear admirals, Admiral 
zuney would have been only a commodore during that 
me. 

The effect of the ruling of the court is to hold that in 


construing this proviso the courts cannot consider what 
grade an officer would have reached were it not for the 
increase in the numbers in each grade made by the Per- 
sonnel act and legislation subsequent thereto, but that 
only the grade actually reached by the officer can be 
considered. The question thus in every case reduces 
itself to the simple one: In the actual grade held by an 
officer which pay is the higher for the duty he is 
ae that fixed by the Personnel act or that fixed by 
the old Navy pay table? The answer to this question 
decides the case, and whichever of these two rates of 
pay is the higher the officer is entitled to. The Govern- 
ment will probably take this case by appeal to the Su- 
preme Court of the United States. If no appeal is taken, 
or if the views of the Supreme Court should agree with 
those of the Court of Claims the effect will be that rear 
admirals of the nine lower numbers will hereafter, when 
on shore duty, receive $5, a year instead of $4, 
and while on sea duty will receive $6,000 a year instead 
of $5,5 Where, however, to the Army rate is added 
an increase of ten per cent. for service “beyond the 
limits of the States comprising the Union and the Ter- 
ritories of the United States contiguous thereto,” the 
Army pay will exceed the Navy pay and hence the officer 
will get no benefit from the decision as the ten per cent. 
increase being conferred by an ae act can in no case 
he computed upon old Navy pay. he full text of the 
epinion is not yet accessible and will not be for a week 
or two. We shall probably give some extracts from it 
so as to give our readers the exact views of the Court 
A pe on the interesting and important question in- 
volv .

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The U.S. naval survey vessel Adams has returned to 
the Mare Island Navy Yard for the usual outfit and re- 
pair, after an unusually successful cruise on the southern 
coast, and will remain at Mare Island for some time to 
come. The work of this yard is now taking h rank 
with the Eastern yards and though the expense is some- 
what great, the work turned out is regarded as first class 
in every important respect. 

Announcement is made at the Navy Department that 
Rear Admiral W. C. Wise, commander-in-chief of the 
Trainfng Squadron, will visit Galveston April 10 to 16 
with the tingship Minneapolis and the Hartford. The 
visit of the ships will be made the occasion of vonsider- 
able celebration in Galveston. 

Several important changes in the Navy Pay Corps are 
announced this week: Pay Inspector Thomas J. Cowie 
has been ordered detached from the Brooklyn Navy Yard 
on April 25, and to proceed to Washington to settle his 
accounts. Pay Inspector 8. L. Heap, now on duty at 
the Washington Navy Yard, has been ordered detached 
from there March 31, and to proceed to the relief of 
Pay Inspector Cowie. 

An official trial trip in Long Island Sound of the 
gunboat Vera Cruz, built for the Mexican Government 
by the Crescent Shipyard Company, was held on March 
30. Stendardized on the mile course off Sands Point, 
the vessel attained a maximnm speed of 16.514 knots, 
and a mean speed of 15.949. During the endurance run 
- the Sound which followed it showed a speed of 15.95 
<nots. 

The U. 8S. Navy Department will soon try a new model 
automobile Whitehead torpedo designed for battleships 
and cruisers by the Bureau of Ordnance. It is a twenty- 
one inch torpedo, with a range of 4,000 yards and speed 
of 25 knots, and is fitted with improved Obry gear. Ar- 
rangements have been made to provide six of the new 
cruisers with 18-inch torpedo tubes, but installed in such 
manner that they can be replaced by new 21-inch torpedo 
tubes at a later date if found expedient. 

Rear’ Admiral Watson, U.S.N., is to go to Europe by 
direction of the Secretary of the Navy, for the purpose 
of looking into the moral and physical welfare of enlist- 
ed men of foreign navies, with a view to getting, if i- 
ble, suggestions for improving the conditions of the Unit- 
ed States Navy. He will especially consider while abroad 
the physical training of men. 

The trophy which will be competed for each year by 
the vessels of the U.S. Navy is in raised gold, and shows 
two battleships in action. In one corner is the inscrip- 
tion, “Trophy for excellence in naval gunnery, presented 
by direction of the President of the United States to the 
vessel making the highest score in her class at the an- 
nual target practice.” “The trophy is a foot high and 
about two feet long, and is now in the hands of Secre- 
tary Moody. 

The official return of the prize firing of the British 
navy shows that the thirty-two battleships that com- 
peted, firing from 469 heavy guns, made the creditable 
average of 51.45 points. Roughly speaking, this may 
be taken to mean that about every other shot was a di- 
rect hit. At the head of the list is the Majestic (Lord 
C. Beresford’s flagship), with her fine total of 80.449 
points, and next to her the Albion (China), with 79.56 
points. The Goliath is third ship, with 77.63, and the 
Glory fourth, with 72.75 points. The China battle fleet 
made the high average of 73 points; Channel ships, 59 
points; Mediterranean fleet, 50 points; home fleet, of 
points. At the head of the cruisers stands the Good 
Hope (Captain Madden), with the splendid total of 
97.26 points. Next comes the Charybdis with 87.11, and 
four others, the Flora, Cambrian, Ariadne, and Fox, 
made over 80 points. The shooting was very unequal, 
the gunboat Bramble (China) making 87.94 points and 
the Speedy and Skipjack in the same fleet only 4.25 
points, 

A number of changes have been made in the assign- 
ment of vessels of the Navy. The new Caribbean squad- 
ron will consist of the Newark (flagship), the Atlanta, 
Newport, Detroit, Montgomery, Nashville, Bancroft, 
Dixie and Prairie. The new South Atlantic squadron 
will be composed of the Brooklyn (flagship), Machias, 
Castine and Marietta. The new European squadron will 
comprise the Olympia (flagship), Baltimore, Cleveland 
and Des Moines. The Saturn and Petrel have been de- 
tached temporarily from the Pacific Squadron and or- 
dered to the Aleutian Islands. The Albany has been 
detached from the Cruiser Squadron, of the Asiatic Fleet. 
The Alexander has been attached to the Asiatic Fleet. 
The colliers Sterling, Caesar and Lebanon have been at- 
ara to the Battleship Squadron, of the North Atlantic 

eet. 

The Tacoma and Yorktown, it has been definitely de- 
cided, shall go to the Asiatic station and preparations 
for their departure are now being made. Both are on the 
Pacific coast. 

According to a survey of Bahia Honda, which has 
just heen completed, it is shown that the harbor will 
accommodate twelve battleships at anchor. are, 
however, no facilities on shore for storing coal and any 
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coal stored there will be placed in hulks sent there for 
that purpose. It is intended that Bahia Honda shal] 
merely be a naval coaling base and not a coaling station 
such as Guantanamo. 


It has practically been decided that the Vicksburg and 
the Annapolis shall be brought home with the Albany 
when that veesel returns to the Pacific coast from the 
Asiatic station this spring. All three vessels will prob- 
ably go to Paget Sound for repairs. The Albany is to 
have her battery changed. Her present battery is a 
foreign one being the same one that was aboard of her 
at the time she was purchased at the outset of the 
Spanish War. Instead of a battery of 6-inch guns and 
4.7-inch guns, a battery of 5-inch guns will be mounted 
on the ship. 

Miss Gay Montague, the daughter of Governor Mon- 
tague, will christen the new battleship Virginia when 
she is launched from the yards of the Newport News 
Ship Building Company, Newport News, Va., April 5. 
The Virginia is one of the five vessels authorized in 
1899. Her keel was laid May 21, 1902, at the yard of 
the Newport News Shipbuilding and Drydock Company. 
She is 435 feet long, 76 feet beam, and with stores 
aboard, displaces 14,948 tons. To make good her speed 
contract she must do 19 knots.

THE EXPEDITION TO ABYSSINIA. 


Lieut. Charles L. Hussey, U.S.N., who on Oct. 10, 
1903, was assigned by the commander-in-chief of the Eu- 
ropean Squadron to proceed to Adis Ababa, the capital 
of Abyssinia, with the diplomatic expedition sent by 
the United States Government to negotiate a commercial 
treaty with the Emperor of Abyssinia, has transmitted 
a highly interesting report of the expedition to the ‘Sec- 
retary of the Navy. ‘The expedition left Djibouti, on 
the Gulf of Aden, Nov. 19, and was composed as follows :

The journey of the expedition was made partly by 
rail, partly with mules and partly with a caravan of 
camels, attended by a retinue of natives as guides and 
servants The travelers were hospitably received every- 
where and excited great curiosity among the people. Of 
their arrival and experiences at the Abyssinian capital 
Lieutenant Hussey says: 

“As we approached Adis Ababa we were met by about 
3,000 Abyssinian soldiers, under the command of one of 
the leading generals, who had been sent out to escort our 
party to the ‘Guebi,’ or palace. The Abyssinian troops 
formed in six irregular lines, four in advance and two 
as our rear guard. Most of the soldiers were on foot, 
but the chiefs had fine mounts, beautifully caparisoned. 
There was no uniformity of dress, regularity of move- 
ment, or special position for carrying their arms, which 
were of all kinds and types. But their bright-colored 
clothes, generally of velvet, silk, or satin, leopard and 
lion skin shoulder capes, fantastic headgears, some of 
which were a fringe of lion’s mane, and richly decorated 
shields, with scores of green-orange-red-flags flying, as 
they advanced towards the city, made a unique and strik- 
ing spectacle. 

“We were received by the Emperor, seated on his 
throne, surrounded by his leading chiefs, a bright, intel- 
ligent looking group of men, all richly clad. The Em- 
peror is a large, powerful built man of about sixty, with 
a bright, pleasant eye, and kindly face although muci 
disfigured by smallpox. He is still alert and active and 
impresses one as being a man of great force and ability 
in his country. His clothes—the style of dress peculiar 
to Abyssinia—were of silk. He also wore a dark satin 
cape trimmed with gold, had large diamond earrings, 
and around his head a white cloth was tightly drawn and 
knotted behind. After receiving the Commissioner’s 
party and the officers with a cordial hand shake, he di- 
rected us to be seated close to the throne, and in the 
half hour interview which followed, during which the 
Commissioner stated the object of the expedition and 
presented the silver plate on which was engraved the in- 
vitation to visit the St. Louis Exposition, the Emperor 
impressed up as a progressive ruler of great force and 
ability. 

“Sunday. Dec. 20, our party, including the enlisted 
men, attended a midday banquet given in our honor at 
the ‘Guebi’ by the Emperor. Our table was on the dais 
close to the throne, upon which the Emperor sat while eat- 
ing. His place at the table as host, left vacant, was 
marked by a chair upholstered in royal purple. The enlist- 
ed men sat at a separate table. We were served with a 
very good French dinner, supplemented by several native 
courses of fish, which, with bread, constituted the repast 
for the Emperor, it being the season of fasting prescribed 
by the Church. Around the throne, seated on rugs in 
groups, were fifty or more of the leading chiefs, judges. 
generals, governors and advisors, who were served at the 
same time as the Emperor. ; : 

“The Emperor, accompanied by many prominent chiefs 
and an escort of about 2,000 soldiers, visited our camp 
by appointment, Dec. 24. We received him in special 
full dress uniform, paraded the guard, and gave him a 
salute or twenty-one volleys and four flourishes upon 
his arrival and departure. He witnessed Captain Thorpe 
put the seamen and marines through the manual, bayo- 
net exercise, and physical drill with arms. The regularity 
and precision of the movements, evidently not practiced 
in Abyssinia, brought forth ejaculations of surprise from 
the Emperor who is the actual as well as the nominal 
head of his big army. 

“After several postponements from day to day, the 
time for signing the treaty was definitely fixed for 4 p. 
m., Sunday, Dec. 27. It was made a function of im- 
portance, our whole party, in a special full dress, and a 
large number of natives attending. After the Commis- 
sioner had signed the treaty and the great seal of the 
Emperor had been affixed, Mr. Skinner presented the 
Emperor with a small bronze bust of Washington. The 
Emperor then decorated each member of the expedition.

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9TH REGIMENT REVIEW. 


A review of the 9th N.Y., in command of Col. William 
F. Morris, was held at the armory on the evening ot 
March 26, before Mayor McClellan. A delightful band 
concert preceded the military ceremonies, and at 8:15 
o'clock the regiment assembled dressed in Khaiki uni- 
form and wearing leggins, campaign hats and blankets 
rolled and slung, canteens and haversacks. It was 
promptly equalized into twelve commands of sixteen 
files each, by Adjutant Thiery and was formed with three 
battalions of four companies in line of masses for re- 
view. Lieut. Col. S. E. Japha commanded the ist Bat- 
talion with Lieut. J. J. Walsh as adjutant. Major John 
D. Walton, commanded the 2d with Lieut, J. W. Bev- 
eridge, as adjutant, and Major J. J. Byrne, commanded 
the 3d with Lieut. C. J. Imperatori, acting as adjutant. 
The regiment made a most impressive appearance, and 
in fact from the first formation by battalions, until the 
command was dismissed after the concluding ceremony 
at parade, nothing but praise is due. The spirited regi- 
mental drill was one of the best ever seen in an armory 
in this city. Among the movements was one that nas 
never been seen heretofore in any of the armories of the 
city. The regiment was standing in line of masses and 
by breaking from the rear companies of battalions, by 
the commands, ‘Fours left, column left,”’ the three bat- 
talions were formed in column of fours, faced to the 
rear. The command, “Fours right’ was next given, 
which brought the regiment into a column of battalions 
in line, faced to the left of the original position. It will 
be seen that this movement is a difficult one on account 
of the judgment which it is necessary for company com- 
manders to use in order that the distance, etc., may be 
maintained. The forming of street column from a line 
of battalions in column of fours was beautifully executed 
and brought forth rounds of applause from the specta- 
tors. The three squares maneuvered independently, and 
the firing by the regiment was perfect. Another very 
difficult movement, which was executed with the utmost 
precision, was the forming¢of the regiment in three lines, 
in companies in column of fours.. The next command, 
“Companies left front into line,” brought the men into 
lines of battalions in column. The column was then 
elosed on the left, forming a column of masses with the 
left of battalions in front. The next command, “Bat- 
talions column of fours, fourth companies, fours right” 
was followed by the command, “Battalions close column 
on first company, faced to the rear.” It will be seen that 
this movement brought the regiment back into its origi- 
nal position in line of masses with the right in front. 
It was observed that all commanding officers, from the 
Colonel down, appeared to go at their work without hesi- 
tation and without waiting to see what the company in 
front of them was going to do, before a@ move.

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BILL TO REORGANIZE THE NAVY. 


H.R. 14585, Mr. Dayton.—To increase the efficiency of 
the personnel of the Navy and Marine Corps of the Unit- 
ed States. 

Be it enacted, etc., That the active list of the line of 
the Navy, exclusive of additional numbers in the various 
grades, shall be composed of 18 rear admirals, 70 captains, 
112 commanders, 200 lieutenant commanders, 350 lieuten- 
ants, and such total numbers of lieutenants (junior 
grade) and ensigns as may qualify for said grades under 
existing law and the provisions of this act: Provided, 
That rear admirals detailed to the command of fleets 
shall have the rank of vice admiral and the pay and al- 
lowances of a lieutenant general in the Army while ex- 
ercising such command: And provided further, That from 
and after the date of the approval of this act whenever 
new vessels are authorized for the Navy there s 
coincidently be allowed to the active list of officers of the 
Navy and to the total number of enlisted men of the 
Navy of respectively appropriate corps, grades, and rat- 
ings such officers and men additional to the numbers 
then allowed for the Navy as the Secretary of the Navy 
may ascertain and determine to be indispensable to the 
naval service and to man said new vessels when com- 
pleted; and said additional numbers of officers and men 
to be allowed shall be only such as are essential to the 
naval service and to man said new vessels, and which 
are necessary in excess of any numbers, grades, and rat- 
ings not assigned to nor required for manning the other 
vessels of the Navy and for the discharge of the duties 
of the sea and shore establishments of the Navy and in 
excess of all officers and men released to general duty 
by reason of the total withdrawal from service of obse- 
lete vessels and of such officers and men as may there- 
after be so released from vessels to be totally retired in 
the interval between the authorization of said new ves- 
sels and their completion. 

Sec. 2. That all officers of the naval service of the 
United States, except medical officers and ,chaplains 
shall hereafter be appointed from among the graduates 
of the Naval Academy; that is to say, all officers for the 
line of the Navy and for the Construction Corps, Pay 
Corps, and Corps of Civil Engineers: Provided, ‘that in 
each calendar year there may, under the restrictions im- 
posed by existing law, be appointed from the boatswains, 
gunners, and warrant machinists of the Navy 12 ensigns: 
And provided further, That vacancies in the allowed 
number of professors of mathematics shall hereafter be 
filled by the appointment of such officers of the Navy 
who have graduated from the Naval Academy and are 
not below the rank of lieutenant (junior grade) as may, 
after passing a physical examination before a board of 
naval surgeons, most satisfactorily qualify before a board 
of professors of mathematics in a professional examina- 
tion to be prescribed by the Secretary of the Navy, of 
the purpose to hold which examinations the Secretary of 
the Navy shall give due notice to the naval service at 
large: And provided further, That the vacancies in the 
lowest commissioned grade of the Marine Corps, shall 
as far as practicable, be filled by appointments from 
among the graduates of the Naval Academy: And pro- 
vided further, That when there are not a sufficient num- 
ber of graduates of the Naval Academy available to fill 
vacancies in the grade of 2d lieutenant in the Marine 
Corps said vacancies may be filled by the appointment 
of meritorious non-commissioned officers or of civilians 
between the ages of twenty-one and twenty-seven years 
who successfully pass the examinations prescribed by 
law: And provided further, That graduates of the Naval 
Academy, non-commissioned officers, or civilians ap- 
pointed to fill vacancies in the lowest commissioned 
grade of tne Marine Corps shall be commissioned as 2d 
lieutenants in the Marine Corps, and shall thereafter not 
be eligible for promotion to the next higher grade until 
they have served at least three years as 2d lieutenants, 
one year of which shall be spent under instruction at 
the Marine School of Application and elsewhere as the 
commandant of the Marine Corps may determine, one 
year in command of men in the field or at barracks, and 
one year at sea in a cruising vessel of war. 

Sec. 3. That from and after the approval of this act the 
academic course for midshipmen at the Naval Academy 
shall be four years, and those midshipmen who success- 
fully complete such four years’ course of study shall, 
within the meaning of this act, be held to be graduates 
of the Naval Academy, and they shall be commissioned 
at the conclusion of their four years’ course either as 
ensigns in the line of the Navy or with the rank of en- 
sign in the Construction Corps, Pay Corps, or Corps of 
Civil Engineers or as 2d tieutenants in the Marine Corps, 
the number of graduates of the Naval Academy to be 
so commissioned in the line of the Navy or otherwise tuo 
be determined by the ‘actual and prospective needs of 
the Service and the particular assignments to be de- 
pendent upon the recommendations made to the Secre- 
tary of the Navy by the academic board: Provided, That 
hereafter ali candidates for admission to the Naval 
Academy must be at date of entry to said Acaaemy be- 
tween the ages of sixteen and twenty years: And provid- 
ed further, That there shall be allowed at the Naval 
Academy at all times two midshipmen for each Senator, 
Representative, and Delegate in Congress and two for 
the District of Columbia, and five appointments to the 
Naval Academy may be made each year at large by the 
President of the United States. 

Sec. 4. That ensigns and lieutenants (junior grade) in 
the Navy shall while on sea service be detailed alter- 
nately to perform the general duties of the line and to 
training and duty in naval engineering. 

Sec. 5. That lieutenants (junior grade) in the Navy 
when they have qualified for promotion to the grade of 
lieutenant may, upon their own applications and with the 


approval of the Secretary of the Navy, and to such num- 
ber as said Secretary may determine, be detailed to pur- 
sue a course of instruction in the theory and practice of 
the design, construction, and management of the motive 
power and auxiliaries for vessels of war; and such offi- 
eers shall, upon the completion of said course, be re- 
quired to satisfactorily pass such an examination in 
naval engineering as may be prescribed by the Secretary 


of the Navy, and they shall thereupon be permanently 
assigned to perform naval engineering duties only and 
shall retain their places in the line of the Navy in the 
order of their standing upon the official Navy list: Pro- 
vided, that the total number of officers to be so assigned 
in any one calendar year shall not be in excess of the 
actual needs of the naval service. 

Sec. 6. That whenever there are not a sufficient num- 
ber of applications made yearly by lieutenants (junior 
grade) at promotion for permission to pursue a course of 
instruction in naval engineering, the Secretary of the 
Navy shall detail such additional number of lieutenants 
who have been promoted to that grade within one year 
as may be necessary to complete the number required, 
and in making selections for such detail the said Secre- 
tary shall take into account the special fitness of the 
officers, as shown by the Naval Academy records and 
the cruising reports of fitness made by commanding offi- 
cers. 

Sec. 7. That officers who are assigned to perform naval 
engineering duties only shall, upon their original appoint- 
ment by the Secretary of the Navy under the provisions 
of this act to perform such duty, be credited only, for 
computing their pay, with five years’ service in addition 
to the total time they may actually have served in the 
Navy, and said credit shall be cumulative to and with 
their actual service until the sum is equal to twenty 
years; but nothing in this act shall be held to give any 
officer the benefit of over twenty years’ longevity for the 
purpose of computing his pay. 

Sec. 8 That the engineer officers transferred to the 
line of the Navy to perform engineer duty only under the 
provisions of an act to reorganize and increase the effi- 
ciency of the personnel of the Navy Marine Corps 


of the United States, approved March 3, 1899, who rank 
as or above commander, or who subsequently attain 
such rank, and officers to perform naval engineering 
duties only, in accordance with the provisions of this 
act, who attain the rank of commander shall hereafter 
be carried as additional to the numbers of the graucs 
of and above commander, and each such officer shall be 
promoted in due course contemporaneously with and to 
take rank next after the officer immediately above him 
upon the official Navy list; and said officers shall perform 
naval engineering duties only either at sea or on shore, 
as the Secretary of the Navy may decide to be most ex- 
pedient: Provided, That officers of the grade of rear ad- 
miral who perform naval engineering duties only shall 
not be ordered to sea duty: And provided further, That 
the Engineer-in-Chief of the Navy shall be appointed 
from amo. the otticers on the active list of the line of 
the Navy who perform naval engineering duties only and 
who are of or above the rank of commander. 

Sec. 9. That of the line officers to perform naval en- 
gineering duties only, rear admirals may do duty as 
engineer-in-chief or such other shore duty as the Secre- 
tary of the Navy may assign; captains may do duty as 
engineer-in-chief, such other shore duty as the Secretary 
of the Navy may assign, or may be detailed as fleet en- 
gineers or as staff engineers of squadrons; commanders 
may do shore duty or may be detailed as staff engineers 
of squadrons or chief engineers of vessels of the first 
rate; lieutenant commanders may be detailed as chief en- 
gineers of vessels of the first or second rate and to shore 
duty; lieutenants may be detailed as chief engineers of 
vessels of the third or fourth rate or of torpedo vessels 
or of vessels not rated, or as assistants to the chief engi- 
neers of vessels of higher ratings and to shore duty: Pro- 
vided, That chief engineers of vessels of the first and sec- 
ond rate shall, when practicable, have two assistants, and 
chief engineers of vessels of the third rate shall have one 
assistant: And provided further, That all officers detailed 
to perform naval engineering duties afloat shall mess in 
the wardroom and be quartered there. 

Sec. 10. That of the engineer officers transferred to the 
line of the Navy under the provisions of an act approved 
March 3, 18, all those now below the grade of com- 
mander who have not been assigned to the general duties 
of the line or who were not specifically assigned under 
the provisions of said act to perform the duties of line 
officers of the same grade shall perform naval engi- 
neering duties only at sea or on shore as directed: Pro- 
vided, That engineer officers transferred to the line who 
have qualified for and been assigned to the general 
duties of the line together with engineer officers trans- 
ferred to the line to perform the duties of line officrs of 
the same grade may, after the approval of this act, upon 
their own applications, be assigned by the Secretary of 
the Navy to perform hereafter naval engineering duties 
only; and all officers, of whatever grade, to do naval 
engineering duties only shall be appropriately designated 
upon the official Navy list. 

Sec. 11. That after .he passage of this act any line 
officer below the grade of commander and above that of 
lieutenant (junior grade) may apply for permanent as- 
signment to do naval engineering duties only; and such 
ofticer, if his application be approved by the Secretary 
of the Navy, shall be so assigned after he has satisfac- 
torily qualified in an examination in naval engineering 
before such board as said Secretary may designate; una 
such officer shal) thereafter be detailed for service in the 
same manner as other officers of the same grade who 
perform naval engineering duties only: Provided, That 
officers of the line of the Navy below the grade of com- 
mander and above that of lieutenant (junior grade) who 
have the same rank and length of service and who are 
verforming, respectively, the general duties of the line 
and naval engineering duties only may, by mutual agree- 
ment and — their own applications and with the ap- 
proval of the Secretary of the Navy, exchange duties 
after each shall have qualified for the duties of the other 
in such manner as the Secretary of the Navy may pre- 
scribe; and such exchange of duties, when made, shall 
be permanent and shall not affect the places such offi- 
cers hold on the official Navy list. 

Sec. 12. That when there are not a sufficient number 
of lieutenants already assigned to perform naval engi- 
neering duties, and in the absence of voluntary applica- 
tions trom officers of said grade for such duty, the Sec- 
retary of the Navy shall determine from the reports of 
fitness of all lieutenants, and in such other manner as 
he may deem proper, what officers in that grade are 
most suitable for the aforesaid duty, and after sucu de- 
termination he shal] detail the requisite number of 
lieutenants to perform naval engineering duty tempo- 
rarily and for such length of time as will best promote 
the interests of the Government; and officers so detailea 
and while so serving shall be entitled, only for comput- 
ing their pay, to a credit of five years in addition to the 
time they have actually served in the Navy. 

Sec. 13. That after June 30, 1904, commissioned officers 
of the Navy shall receive the same pay and allowances, 
except forage, as are or may be provided by or in pur- 
suance of law for the officers of the line of the Army 
of corresponding rank and length of service: Provided, 
That officers of the line of the Navy, in order to be eli- 
gible for promotion, must have at least the following 
total amounts of sea service, namely: Lieutenant com- 
manders, 11 years; captains, 15 years, and no rear ad- 
miral who has not hoisted his flag in command afloat 
and who has not had at least sixteen years’ sea service 
shall be eligible for selection to command a fleet as a 
vice admiral: And provided further, That nothing in this 
act shall be construed to alter ..e provisions of exist- 
ing law as to mileage or actual and necessary expenses 
to be received by officers of the Navy for travel per- 
formed under orders: And provided further, That no pro- 
vision of this act shall operate to reduce the present pay 
of any commissioned officer now in the Navy, and in any 
case in which the pay of such an officer would other- 
wise be reduced, he shall continue to receive pay ac- 
cording to existing law: And provided further, That 
nothing in this act shall operate to increase or reduce 
the pay of any officer now on the retired list of the Navy: 
And provided further, That officers and enlisted men of 
the Navy shall receive the same increase of pay for ser- 
vice beyond the limits of the States comprising the Union 
and the Territories of the United States contiguous 
thereto as are now or may hereafter be provided by or in 
purusance of law for the officers and enlisted men of the 
Army, and the time of such service shall be counted 
from the date of departure from said States to the date 
of return thereto: And provided further, That all officers 
of the Navy shall be entitled to one ration, or to com- 
mutation therefor, while at sea or attached to a sea- 
going vessel. 

Sec. 14. That graduates of the Naval Academy to be 
assigned to the Construction Corps of the Navy shall be 
so assigned at graduation by the Secretary of the Navy 
upon the recommendation of tne academic board, and 
not more than five graduates shall be so assigned in any 
one calendar year, and those graduates so assigned shall 
then be appointed and commissioned as student naval 
constructors with the rank of ensign, and they shall not 
be promoted to the grade of assistant naval constructor 
with the rank of lieutenant (junior grade) until they 
have completed satisfactorily such a three years’ course 
of study and instruction in the theory and practice of 
naval architecture as may be prescribed by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy, and in addition have qualified physi- 
cally before a board of naval surgeons: Provided, That 
the Secretary of the Navy shall, from time to time, de- 
tail assistant naval construcwrs or naval constructors 
to duty in cruising vessels of war, for such periods as 
he may consider expedient, to observe the behavior of 
such vessels under all conditions at sea in order to en- 
able said officers to make recommendations as to the re- 
sult of their observations in regard to the design, fittings 
and arrangements of the various types of vessels: And 
provided further, That of the naval constructors five 
shall have the rank of captain, five of commander, and 


not more than ten that of Heutenant commander; and 
of the assistant naval constructors twen 
the rank of lieutenant and not more than 
rank of lieutenant (junior grade). 

Sec. 15. That uates of the Naval Academy to be 
assigned to fill vacancies in the lowest grade of the Pay 
Corps of the Navy shall be so ed at graduatio 
the Secretary of the Navy upon the tion of 
the academic board, and they shall then be appointed 
and com as assistant paymasters with the rank 
of ensign, and said assistant paymasters shall not there- 
after be eligible for promotion until they have had at 
least three years’ service, six months of which shall be 
under instruction at the Na Department, six months 
under traiming in the storekeeper’s department 
at one of the principal naval stations, and two years’ 
service afloat in the capacity of assistant and principa! 
clerk to the pay officer of a cruising vessel of war of the 
first or second rate. 

Sec. 16. That graduates of the Naval Academy to be 
assigned to fill vacancies in the Corps of Civil Engineers 
of the Navy shall be so assigned at graduation by the 
Secretary of the Navy, upon the recommendation of the 
academic board, and they shall then be appointed and 
commissioned as assistant civil engineers with the rank 
of ensign, and within the su ing three years, and be- 
fore being commissioned as assistant civil engineers with 
the rank of lieutenant (junior grade) they shall satis- 
factorily complete such a course in tke theory and prac- 
tice of civil engineering as may be prescribed by the 
Secretary of the Navy, and shall qualify physically be- 
fore a board of naval surgeons: Provided, That of the 
civil engineers two shall have the rank of captain, two 
of commander, six of lieutenant commander, eight of 
lieutenant, and not more than ten the rank of lieutenant 
(junior grade); and of the assistant civil engineers six 
shall have the rank of lieutenant (junior grade), and the 
remainder the rank of ensign: And es further, 
That not more than three assistant civil engineers, in 
addition to those necessary to fill vacancies in said 
grades, shall be appointed in any one calendar year. 

Sec. 17. That when any officer of the Navy has been 
thirty years’ in the Service of the United States he may, 
upon his own application, in the discretion of the Presi- 
dent, be retired from active service and placed upon the 
retired list; and when any officer of the Navy has been 
forty years in the Service of the United States he shall, 
if he makes application therefor to the President, be re- 
tired from active service and placed upon the retired 
list; and when any officer of the Navy is sixty-two years 
ol@ he shall be retired by the President from active ser- 
vice; and the actual time of service, either as an officer 
or enlisted man in the Regular or Volunteer Service of 
the United States, whether in the Navy, Marine Corps 
or Army, shall be allowed all officers of the Navy Tn 
computing their pay and in computing length of service 
for retirement. And no act now in force shall be so 
construed as to limit or restrict the retirement of officers 
as herein provided for. 

Sec. 18. That no one shall be appointed a chaplain in 
the Navy who is not a regularly ordained clergyman of 
his denomination and who has not completed a four 
years ‘course of study in some reputable college or uni- 
versity, and, in addition, a two years’ course in a theo- 
logical seminary and who has not served for at least 
three years in a regular pastorate in —- of congre- 
gations of his denomination. And a chaplain shall not 
be more than thirty-five years of age at the time of his 
appointment: Provided, That the number of chaplains 
in the Navy shall not exceed thirty; and chaplains shall 
not hold any naval rank, but shall retain, when afloat or 
otherwise on duty, the positions to which their office 
would entitle them in civil life: And provided fusther, 
That chaplains in the Navy shall receive pay and allow- 
ances as follows, namely: Four, the pay and allowances 
of a captain in the Navy, six, that of commander; six 
that of lieutenant commander; seven, that of lieutenant, 
and not more than seven that of lieutenant (junior grade) 
in the Navy; and chaplains shall be assign to quarters 
at sea or on shore in accordance with the customs ana 
regulations of the Navy. 

Sec. 19. That when not otherwise expressly provided 
for the promotion of all officers of the Navy to fill va- 
eancies in the next higher grade, whenever such vacan- 
cies exist by reason of retirement, death, resignation, 
dismissal, or other casualty, shall be in due course ac- 
cording to seniority; but no officer of the Navy shall be 
promoted until he has passed the examinations now re- 
quired by law. : 

Sec. 2. That all acts and parts of acts, so far as they

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MR, BALFOUR’S WAR RECORD. 


(From the Speaker.) 

Since the Unionist party came into power in the sum- 
mer of 1895 they seem to have engaged their country- 
men in at least fourteen wars and military expeditions. 
it is an atrocious and bloodthirsty record, of which an 

npire of savages might be proud, but of which a king- 
om that stood among civilized Powers for peace, free- 
‘om and justice must be eternally ashamed. We believe 

iat from a financial point of view there is only one pe- 
ried of similar length in British history which has been 
0 disastrous. Certainly so much British treasure has 
ot been spent in war in any nine years since the battle 
of Waterloo. We have spent on war the accumulated 
savings of the thirty years from 1868, when Mr. Glad- 
tone came to the helm, till 1898, when Sir Michael 
ilicks-Beach made his first raid on the Sinking Fund. 

1. There have been two wars in Ashanti. In the first 

1895-96), 1,000 British and 1,000 native troops were 
engaged at a cost of £192,000. -In the second (1900). 
4,000 native troops were employed for nine months, at 
a cost of £428,000. 

2. In 1896 and 1897 the Chartered Company made 
liree native wars. In the first, against the Matabeles 





(1896), 660 British, 2,143 colonial and 5129 native 
troops were engaged for nine months; in the second 
(1896), in Mashonaland, 570 British and 1,550 colonial 
troops were engaged for six and a half months, and in 
1897, also in Mashonaland, 650 colonial and 120 native 
troops were engaged for ten months.. The cost of the 
three expeditions was £2,586,907 4s., according to figures 
— by the British South Africa Company. 

3. In 1896-99, in the Soudan, 7,500 British and 12.,- 
500 native or were employed for nine months, at a 
cost of £2,415,000 

4. In 1897-98, on the northwest frontier of India, 
15,000 British and 37,000 native troops were engaged 
for eight months, at a cost of £2,600,000, This, like other 
punitive expeditions, was conducted with special feroc- 
ity, native villages being burned and fruit trees cut 
down. 

5. In the South African War (1899-1902), 365,000 
British and 82,000 colonial troops were engaged. The 
war lasted two years and eight months. The total cost, 
according to a return of April, 1903, was 211 millions, 
including interest on war debt, but since then six and 
a half millions have been added, which brings up the offi- 
cial estimate to 217 1-2 millions. This sum, however, is 
certainly not final. 

6. In 1900-01 we were involved in a very expensive 
expedition to China, in which the European troops mur- 
dered defenceless Chinamen wholesale, and looted “like 
burglars or Boxers.”” The affair had cost £6,010,000, ac- 
cording to the official return of April 29, 1908; but the 
supplementary army estimates which have been issued 
during the last fortnight demand a further trifle of 
£650,000 from the long suffering taxpayers, and so bring 
up_ the total of £6,660,000. 

7. Last year’s official return of military expeditions 
requires to be supplemented by five more adventures— 
Venezuela, Kano, Aden, Somaliland and Tibet. The two 
last, and far the more serious, are still with us and are 
involving a heavy expenditure which cannot be measured 
accurately, but certainly runs to several hundred thou- 
sand pounds every month, 
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DOESN’T LIKE HIS UNIFORM.

The letter appearing in the JourNAt March 26 relative 


to a new uniform for the enlisted men of the Navy is a 
correct, concise and altogether admirable exposition of 
the matter.

paper the matter should be brought to the direct atten- 
tion of the Department as the popular and universal 
opinion of the whole Service, it would be of incalculable 
benefit; and the officer who introduces a proper dress for 
the Navy wil! deserve well of his country and win the 
lasting gratitude of every man afloat. The idea of tink- 
ering or tailoring with ‘the present outrageous uniform 
is absurd. What is wanted—and nothing else will be 
accepted—is a complete change to modern needs, usage 
and style. Men-of-war’s men do not wear greased pig- 
tails any more, then why those collars? Why should 
American seamen wear three strips of braid in ‘honor of 
Copenhagen, Nile and Trafalgar? What conceivable use 
or beauty is in that horror of horrors, the flat cap? And 
what ease or utility did any man ever find in those comic 
opera trousers? The whole nation is scandalized at the 
desertion from the Navy: ‘The present uniform is the 
canse. Mr. Moody’s recruiting officer entices the poor 
“rooky” with visions of naval pride and glory and hav- 
ing lassoed him dresses him up like a monkey for every- 
one to laugh at. The result is that the said “rooky,” 
when the novel effect of the bizarre, theatrical clothes 
wears off, and he finds himself frequently guyed and al- 
ways uncomfortable in them, promptly returns to civil 
life and the habiliments of a man and a Christian. Give 
the Navy a sensible, suitable uniform after the pattern 
of the C.P.0.’s, as suggested by “Yeoman” and you will 
speedily have a_ self-respecting, presentable, contented 
hody of men instead of the rabble of disillusioned, un- 
happy runaways that now choke the gangways at every 
ort. 

, ELEcTRICIAN. 
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WHY NOT TWO BRANCHES? 
To THE Eprror or THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

A great mistake, I think, in our Navy is the training 
of seamen gunners, not in what they need, but in crowd- 
ing the brain with too many subjects, some of which 
they have no further use for, such as electricity. It 
may have been needed when S.G. were detailed in 
dynamo rooms before such a rating as electrician was 
established; now the presence of a S.G. in a ship dynamo 
room is a novelty. In Newport a 8.G. is given a month’s 
instruction in electricity—Wheatstone bridges, Ohm’s 
law and magnetism. putting his nose on a commutator, 
trying to see the current flow by the brushes, etc. The 
only use he has for this is perhaps in fixing a fuse or 
his own lights—providing the navigator or chief elec- 
trician doesn’t catch him at it. What we ought to have 
for the improvement of the Service is two distinct 
classes: an ordnance and a torpedo class. Modern ord- 
nance and torpedoes are improving so rapidly that it is 
impossible even for a genius to keep up with it. 

The term in the class having been reduced from 
eleven months to six, with practically the same amount 
to study, makes it impossible for a man to be proficient 
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in either ordnance or to joes. He has what may be 
called an outside profile. If there were two classes a man 
could, with the consent of the Department, pick out 
either branch for himself and make it a life study if he 
remains in the Service. As it is now, a 8.G., after leav- 
ing the class, may be transferred to a small gunboat and 
perhaps never see a torpedo the rest of his enlistment. 
A tter re-enlisting he may be transferred to a torpedo 
boat or ship having torpedoes, where naturally he would 
be lost with the same old familiar remarks: “This is a 
new mark.” “I’ve never seen it.” Or, “Its four years ago 
since I’ve seer a torpedo.” Sach a man cannot be 
ficient by any means, even if he has kept up his studies. 
I’ractical work is what counts in torpedoes, not theory. 
Theory is all right to sit on a chest and explain, but 
practical work is what makes a good torpedo man and a 
good run. If two branches were made of it and a man 
qualified as a torpedo seaman gunner, he would follow 
torpedoing for the rest of his term in the Service and 
become proficient in that line. Better runs and fewer 
losses would be the result. ‘This is an old subject, hav- 
ing been talked over on the forecastle so often that it has 
a full beard, but never been touched in print.

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PROMOTIONS TO THE ENGINEER CORPS. 


In the course of a speech on the subject of promotions 
in the Engineer Corps of the Army, delivered in the 
House of Representatives on March 21 by Mr. Burleson, 
he declared that owing to the insufficient number of offi- 
cers of the higher grades in the Engineer Corps of the 
United States Army, many projects of internal improve- 
ment of vast importance to the commercial and agricul- 
tural classes of our country are being neglected. This, 
he continued, is especially true of the southern section. 
The necessary improvements of rivers and harbors, which 
have been most carefully considered, approved and pro- 
vided for by ample appropriation in river and harbor 
bills which have become law, are delayed and hindered 
because we have not made provision for a sufficient num- 
ber of competent engineers to supervise and direct these 
improvements. 

“The proposed increase of twenty-five field officers of 
the Army recommended by the General Staff and by the 
Secretary of War,” said Mr. Burleson, “will enable the 
Chief of Engineers to reapportion the United States in- 
to engineering districts, increasing the number. It is 
this action which will bring speedy relief. An 
in the number of field officers who have had much prac- 
tical experience is what is desired, rather than the slow 
process of increasing the number of the corps by adding 
lieutenants as they emerge from the Military Academy. 

Officers who will be promoted are men 
ee "nad many P eer: of experience and have been long 
in the Service. idering the transcendent importance 
of the work assigned to them and the onerous 
bility with which they are invested, it occurs to me that 
the small amount of money which will be spent in the 
increase of their salaries will be abundantly justified 
the large savings which will result from their 
supervision of the engineering work, and the close atten- 
tion that they will be enabled to give to the details of 
all projects.” 

To illustrate how the Engineer Corps is “left in the 
rear” as compared with the other branches of the Army, 
Mr. Burleson said: “There are itontenens Colonels 
Miller, M. B. Adams, Livermore, Heuer, and Stanton 
Engineer Corps, who have served thirty-eight years and 
ten months and were in the same class with Brigadier 
Generals Bates, paymaster; Story, Artillery; Burton, in- 
spector general; Cols. J. M. Marshall, quartermaster, 
and Mills, Artillery, who have served thirty-eight years 
and ten months. Other comparisons may be shown far- 
ther down the line, but I think perhaps this is sufficient 
to show you how the matter stands. From the above you 
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will observe that there is little encouragement held out 
to those who stand first in their class to have an as- 
signment in the Engineer Corps. I understand that 
many of them are seeking other branches of the Army 
in order to seek a more rapid promotion.”

GENERAL MILES ON PATRIOTISM. 

Lieut. Gen. Nelson A. Miles, U.S.A., retired, was in- 
vited to attend the annual banquet of the Democratic 
Club of Grand Rapids, Mich., on the evening of March 
28, but being unable to do so wrote a letter of regret. 
Owing to floods in the neighborhood of Grand Rapids, 
the banquet was abandoned, whereupon General Miles 
authorized the publication of the letter which is in part 
as follows: 

“Having been invited to speak on ‘Patriotism,’ I 
would reply, were I there, that patriotism comes near- 
est the heart of every true citizen of our Republic. It 
is especially fitting to give it serious consideration at 
this time, when we are menaced by serious evils, when 
we are approaching an important crisis in our political 
history, and the weal or woe of this Republic will de- 
pend upon the intelligence and patriotism of the sover- 
eign voters. Patriotism cannot reign within a_ selfish 
heart or a depraved soul, It is as pure as the light of 
day, and cannot be dominated by evil motives. You 
have the opportunity during the coming autumn of ben- 
efiting your country by your individual acts. or marring 
its prosperity by indifference to or disregard of its true 
interests. It is the men who exercise the power of citi- 
zenship who are responsible for honesty and efficiency 
in our public affairs. The first requisite to good gov- 
ernment is universal intelligence and .patriotic, earnest 
devotion to the welfare of our country. The opportunity 
and responsibility of the Democratic citizens of Michi- 
gan and of the whole union are now greater and more 
important than they have been at any former period of 
our history. There are many vexed questions and prob- 
lems in which there may be an honest difference of opin- 
jion—but there is one transcendent principle, far above 
all other questions, whether of economics or individuals, 
and that is, whether the spirit of the Declaration of In- 
dependence and of our Constitution—in brief, a pure de- 
mocracy—shall prevail or perish. The change from op- 
pression to liberty is wrought by violence, but. the change 
from democracy to despotism is quiet, insidious, subtie 
and fatal.”

FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


The French find that their submarines are too light 
to stand the strain of railway transit across France. It 
was intended to transport them from Cherbourg to Tou- 
lon. 

Lieutenant von Krehn of the German army has been 
condemned by a court martial to four months’ im- 
prisonment in a fortress for challenging and fighting 
duels with his brother officers in defence of his family 
loner. His opponents, Lieutenants Bax, Thorn and 
Gerlack, were respectively condemned to six, fifteen and 
twenty-four months’ imprisonment in a fortress. 

On formally introducing the army estimates for the 
coming year in the House of Commons, March 7, the 
War Secretary, H. O. Arnold-Forster, announced that 
the new field and horse artillery gun adopted would be 
unrivalled in EKurope. Its manufacture would begin 
in April and it was ho ~1 to complete 108 field guns and 
eighteen horse artiller ins in the financial year. Prac- 
tically the whole of ce first year’s supply of the new 
guns would be sent .o India, which was the only possible 
place of contact with a great European army, and the 
place where long ranges were common. The guns would 
tire 18 1-2 and 12 1-2 pound frojectiles. A new rifle was 
also in course of manufacture, and India would take 71, 
000 stands thereof in the coming year. 

In reply to a parliamentary inquiry as to the cost of 
the armies of France, Germany, Russia and the United 
States, and the numbers on the active lists respectively 
for the last ascertainable year, the following figures were 
given by Mr. Arnold-Forster :

vided for in the naval budget, and so also in the case of 
Germany, though to a less extent. The German esti- 
mates made no provision for pensions, which are includ- 
ed in a separate budget, and amount to about five mil- 
lions a year.

cusses the Russo-Japanese War, and says that with all 
its reservists embodied the Japanese army has 7,900 of- 
831.000 non-commissioned officers and men, and 
animals.

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cannot place more than 300,000 men on the mainland, 
and if they denude the whole of the Japanese islands of 
troops, it might be possible for the Russians to despatch 
a force from Vladivostok which would ravage a great 
part of Japan. It will, therefore, be necessary for the 
Japanese to maintain about 100,000 men at home, These 
figures are, to some extent, hypothetical. 

The Cologne Gazette states that the German Minister 
of War announced to the Commission on the Budget 
that the particular form of the new German field gun had 
been finally decided upon, and that the system of barre! 
recoil had been adopted. ‘There “were two competitors, 
Krupp and Ehrhardt. The Krupp gun forms the basis 
of the new gun finally decided upon for the whole Ger- 
man field artillery. The new gun will be, as usual, des- 
ignated officially by the year of its construction only, 
but it will be known generally as the Spandau gun. A 
full description of the gun cannot yet be given. 

According to a Royal decree dated Dec. 3, 1903, 
the peace strength of the Spanish army is fixed at 83,000 
men for 1904, an increase of 3,000 men. 

The announcement has been ollicially made that the 
directors of the Cunard line have decided to adopt tur- 
bine engines for the new steamers to be built under 
agreement with the British government. 

In the House of Commons the Secretary for War an- 
nounced that the War Office had practically come to a 
decision as to the type of a heavy field gun and horse ar- 
tillery guns, to which there would be none superior in 
Europe. The projectiles would be 12 1-2 lb. and 18 1-2 
lb.

LESSONS FROM THE 
WAR. 


Die Flotte (The Fleet), the official pub- 
lication of the German Naval League, in 
a two-page leader entitled “What Do We 


Learn From the Russo-Japanese War?” 
says that the happenings in the Far Hast 
point with flaming fingers to the urgent 
necessity for hastening the carrying out 
of the German fleet program. “The two 
principles deducible from the conflict,” the 
paper affirms, “are that Russia, against 
her will, became entangled in war, a mis- 
fortune that might happen to Germany, 
that battleships decide sea fights, 
while torpedo-boats only reach results un- 
der specially favorable circumstances, The 
German duty, before it is too late, is to 
hurry the construction already authorized 
and to add to the scheme for naval de- 
fence adopted in 1900, because since then 
Great Britain, Russia and the United 
States have increased their navies at a 
more rapid rate.”

The Trans-Siberian railway in its or- 
ganization on a peace basis is the subject 
of an illustrated article in the Century 
for April by James W. Davidson, newly 
appointed United States Consul to An- 
tung, Manchuria, who for some years has 
made a + study of Far Bastern rail- 
ways. he Siberian railway express ser- 
vice was thrown open to the public in 
April of last year. Mr. Davidson com- 
pleted his observations in December. The 
Russians were much interested in his work, 
and gave him a special Pullman care with 
interpreters, and rendered him every as- 
sistance in their power. He spent nearly 
four months in careful observation and 
study, visiting every station of importance 
on the whole line. Should the present war 
result in the loss of Manchuria to Russia, 
the Siberian railway proper, with its Amur 
River connections to Vladivostok, will, 
donbtless, be open to the public, and the 
railway accommodations will be as de- 
scribed by Consul Davidson.

The hyposcope, an invention intended to 
facilitate the aiming of a gun from be- 
hind a breastwork, armor or other de- 
fense without exposing any part of the 
body of the man handling it, is being con- 
sidered by the Board of Ordnance and 
Fortification and the Ordnance Board of 
the Navy. Lieut. Albert S. Jones, secre- 
tary of the National Rifle Association, who 
is in charge of the invention, reports that 
it has created a very favorable impression 
in the Navy as an invention of possible 
utility in the turrets of war vessels or on 
submarine boats. A model of the hypo- 
scope is to be submitted to the Infantry 
Board for trial on small arms, as well as 
to the Artillery Board for trial on rapid- 
fire guns.

some Japanese pictures of naval battles.
